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THAT UNBIASED ADVICE 


THE latest figures show that the offices of private architects and consulting 
* engineers are extremely busy. Members of the Association of Consulting 
Engineers have in their care contracts in Britain valued at more than £1,000m. 
Commissions to private architects rose 25% in 1960 to over £1,200m. Such 
figures are of comforting proportions, and yet both the private architect and 
the independent consulting engineer must view their respective futures with 
certain misgivings. Private architects, for example, handle only about 30% 
of the building work in Britain, and there is little indication that they are 
improving their position. And the number of qualified civil engineers in 
public service outnumber those in private practice, and the position is the 
same in the architectural profession. 


But, while the consulting engineers have their own association to repre- 
sent their interests, no such organisation has yet been established for private 
architects. Furthermore, the civil engineer may move without let or hindrance 
from design to work in the field. Indeed, the student engineer must be able 
to prove experience of both if he is to qualify, and he may obtain his practical 
experience with contracting firms. Architects, on the other hand, have only 
recently been permitted to work for contracting firms, although the freedom 
to become a director is still withheld and they still train exclusively in the 
design office. 


It may, therefore, be true that private architects are less well placed to 
protect their interests than independent consulting engineers. It certainly 
seems to be a fact that local authorities are less inclined to use the services 
of private architects than those of independent consulting engineers. A recent 
inquiry to local authorities revealed an unexpectedly strong body of opinion 
against the use of private architects and, if anything, this opinion grew stronger 
as the authorities diminished in size. 


The major challenge to both professions, however, comes from the package 
deal. And the growth of the package deal is partly a reflection of the need 
for more integration between design and construction, but to a greater extent 
the result of a demand for faster construction on the part of some clients. 
It can be argued that mature thought and consultation with the client at 
every stage of design ultimately produces the best results. But the delay 
between the receipt of instructions from the client and the actual commence- 
ment of work on the site had under the traditional time table become a matter 
of months or even years. In contrast, one contractor operating the package 
deal reckons to produce an outline scheme and budget estimate in about four 
weeks and a firm estimate in six or seven weeks. This contractor also claims 
that provided the specification remains unaltered by the client there will be 
no variations at the end of the contract. 


It is, of course, true that where a client uses the package deal he either 
forgoes the check on costs provided by competitive tendering or is faced with 
the problem of adjudicating on prices based on different designs. He may, 
therefore, still require some independent professional advice, and it is an 
interesting thought that under the package deal system the impartial position 
at present occupied by the architect or consulting engineer may be taken over 
by the independent quantity surveyor. 


Many variations of the package deal theme are possible. Procedures have 
been devised whereby the independent status of the architect or engineer is 
preserved, but the advice and experience of the contractor is brought in .at 
an early stage. And in order to reduce the time required for the design stage 
under the traditional system, the professions are reorganising their procedures 
so as to speed up the production of the necessary contract documents so as to 
enable an earlier start of the work on site. 


So much has been said about the package deal in recent times that its 
actual impact may be less than might be imagined. It does, however, meet 
the special needs of certain clients and there will always be a place for it. 
And, of course, the ultimate decision is with the client. In this respect, both 
the private architect and the independent consulting engineer may be at a 
disadvantage because rules of professional conduct prohibit them from adver- 
tising. Prospective clients may not, therefore, be fully aware of the advantages 
of what the Association of Consulting Engineers, quoting Shakespeare, defines 
as “that unbiased advice that saves unforeseen and supplementary costs.” 
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CONSTRUCTION OF ROUND HEADED BUTTRESS 
DAM AT MACCLESFIELD 


Lamaload Scheme Will Impound River Dean Water 


BOUT three and a half miles north- 
east of Macclesfield, work is in pro- 
gress on the construction of a concrete 
round headed buttress dam which will 
impound water from the River Dean. 
This is Macclesfield District Water 
Board’s Lamaload Reservoir scheme to 
provide a water storage of 435 million 
gallons, drawing from a_ gathering 
ground of 1,000 acres. 


The dam is 610ft. long and has a maxi- 
mum height of 143ft. It is founded in the 
shale grit below Kinder Scout grit in the 
upper carboniferous formation. These 
strata consist of alternating bands of shales 
and grits which dip downstream at a slope 
of 2 in 5. At the dam site the lower sides 
of the valley are formed in a 75ft. stratum 
of shale which is expected to be virtually 
impervious to water. The strata above 
and below this layer will be grouted to 
oppose the passage of water through them. 

Water will gravitate through treatment 
works downstream of the dam, and will 
then be fed to two new service reservoirs 
and one existing reservoir for distribution. 
The elevation of the dam will save a con- 
siderable amount of pumping within the 
area of supply. Work started on the site 
in the summer of 1960 and is due to 
finish in the summer of 1962. 


Design 


It was originally intended to build an 
earthen embankment on the site, but trial 
boreholes, aggregating 1,213ft. in length, 
revealed far more grit than was anticipated 
and very little soft shale. Consequently 
it appeared more economical to construct 
a concrete dam, particularly as it might 
have been difficult to find sufficient earth 
fill in the immediate vicinity of the site. 

Four kentledge tests were carried out: 
two on shale and two on sandstone. Three 
tests recorded 70 tons/sq. ft. without 
failure, and the fourth at first failed at 
45 tons/sq. ft. due to a plate bearing on 
a slab between two large fissures. It was 
tested again 18in. deeper and 70 tons/sq. 
ft. was obtained. It was therefore assume 
that loads of up to 25 tons/sq. ft. could 
be carried by the strata with safety and 


some form of buttress design was feasible. 

A multiple arch dam was first con- 
sidered, but some apprehension was felt 
that there might be unequal settlement of 
neighbouring buttresses owing to the 


differing elastic characteristics of the shale 
Such uneaual 


and the grit. settlement 





However, the variable strata caused these 
types to be rejected. 

The chord/height ratio of the valley at 
5 to 1 was rather high for a single arch 
dam, even if it were felt that the variable 
rock in the abutments had been strong 
enough to take the thrust of an arch. 


Upstream of buttress No. 8, showing excavation in shale for head and concrete in tail 


would have induced dangerously high con- 
centrations of stress in the thin arches 
between the buttresses. In the end a 
round headed buttress design was adopted, 
which presented a similar downstream 
appearance to a multiple arch dam. 

Some consideration was also given to 
the possibility of constructing either a 
prestressed concrete dam, or a cupola dam.

The estimated relative costs, including 
contingencies, of the various types of dam 
for this valley were: Earth dam, £620,000; 
concrete-—massive gravity, £600,000; single 
arch buttress, £475,000; multiple arch, 
£450,000. 


Grouting Programme 


The buttresses in the deepest part of the 
valley are founded close to the junction 
of the thick sandy shale and the sandstone 
beneath. In this section fairly substantial 
grouting of the underlying sandstones is 
envisaged. As the dip of the strata is 
downstream and is greater than the slope 
of the valley, there should be considerable 
resistance to any passage of water under 
the dam except perhaps as deep percola- 
tion. 

Some 15,000ft. of drilling with an injec- 
tion of 750 tons of cement are envisaged 
in the main grout screen. 

Higher up the sides of the valley it will 
be necessary to inject the four minor sand- 
stone seams above the thick sandy shale, 
and probably the intervening shale beds. 
Each stratum may have to be grouted 
separately. 

To prevent possible losses of water 
around the ends of the dam a wing grout 
curtain will be provided on each flank, to 
seal off the grits above the thick sandy 
shale. As the div of the strata is down- 
stream, these grout screens will run im 
an upstream direction. The length of wing 
curtain is expected to be about 300ft. and 
150ft. respectively on the left and right 
sides of the valley looking downstream. 

Much fine material, of the consistency 
of clay, from the excavations is being 
deposited immediately upstream of the 
dam in the deepest part of the reservoir, 
over the outcrop of the fissured sandstones 
below the thick sandy shale. This should

act as an upstream blanket and hinder deep 
percolation from the reservoir. 


Compensation Water Provision 


The gathering ground lies entirely in an 
“upland area” and includes the catchments 
of two side streams upon which intakes 
will be built, and the flows piped into the 
reservoir. A normal flood of up to 1,250 
cusecs is anticipated. 

The overflow structures on the left bank 

of the valley were designed to control 
flows of up to 1,600 cusecs and a hydraulic 
model was found to act satisfactorily with 
floods of up to 2,000 cusecs with 4ft. over 
he sill. 
The lowest flow in the river recorded 
for several days in October and November 
1955 was 199,000 g.p.d. for a catchment 
of 810 acres or 0.46 cusecs per 1,000 acres. 
In July, 1957, the dry weather flow fell 
to 123,000 g.p.d. or 0.28 cusecs per 1,000 
acres. 

The statutory requirements for compen- 
sation water are: 

(i) a minimum flow of 150,000 g.p.d. to 
be recorded at all times at gauging 
station No. 1 just below the treat- 
ment works; 

(ii) a minimum flow of 730,000 g.p.d. 
to be recorded at all times at gaug- 
ing station No. 2 at Clough Pool 
about six miles downstream of the 
dam; 

(iii) if the flow at Clough Pool falls 
below 730,000 g.p.d. the compensa- 
tion water at the treatment works 
to be increased accordingly up to a 
maximum of 400,000 gpd. 
measured at gauging station No. l. 

The minimum flow of 150,000 g.p.d. will 
be controlled automatically by a float 
valve, but higher flows will have to be 
manually regulated at the treatment works 
where indicators will be fitted showing the 
discharge passing both gauging stations. 


Construction Works 


The whole of the works is commanded 
by one 10-ton derrick in the valley bottom 
and two 7-ton derricks. 

At the start of the works the stream 
was diverted to pass over the site of but- 
tress No. 7, while buttress No. 6 is con- 
structed up to a level of about 908 O.D. 
A cast-iron bulkhead will be fitted at this 
level in the head of buttress No. 6 when 
impounding begins. When buttress No. 6 
has been completed to 908 O.D. the stream 
will be diverted back into its original 
channel and through the aperture left in 
buttress No. 6. Work will then begin on 
buttress No. 7. 
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The concrete batching plant is situated 
on the right bank of the valley, and the 
mixed concrete is carried in skips by light 
railwav on a bridge across the valley. The 
skips are then picked up by one or the 
other of the derricks and the concrete is 
placed in the required position. 

The bulk of the dam is being con- 
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The lighter sections of the work, such 
as the wave wall, bridge over the overflow, 
and the overflow culvert will be con- 
structed in 1:2:4 mix concrete using 


normal Portland cement, and Bunter sand- 
stone aggregates, except where an exposed 
aggregate finish is required, when Whaley 
Bridge grit 


will be used. The actual

structed in 1:24:5 mix concrete using 
Bunter sandstone aggregates and low heat 
Portland cement. The coarse aggregate 
is graded 24in. to in. and the actual mix 
is 112lb. cement, 3 cu. ft. sand, 6 cu. ft. 
coarse aggregate. 


The downstream face of the dam, in- 
cluding the ends of the buttress is to have 
a facing layer of special concrete to satisfy 
the requirements of the Peak Park Plan- 
ning Board. This layer is cast integrally 
with the main concrete and is of the same 
mix except that the coarse aggregate is 
Whaley Bridge gritstone. The aggregate 
is exposed by air and water jets on the day 
following placing.

specified proportions of the mix are 112Ib. 
cement, 24 cu. ft. of sand, 5 cu. ft. of 
coarse aggregate. 

Construction joints between buttresses 
are sealed with 12in. wide extruded rubber 
water-stop with centre bulb, set 3ft. down- 
stream of the water face. Situated 3ft. 
downstream on the water-stop is a Qin. 
diameter hole extending from the broad 
foundation to the walkway, which is filled 
with a rubber-bitumen compound as the 
construction of the dam _ proceeds. 
Wrought-iron steam pipes are embedded 
in the rubber-bitumen in case the joint 
needs remaking in the future. These two

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An Economist Comments... 


O the Chancellor’s latest measures 

mean a return to the conditions of 
1958? That is probably the question on 
the lips of most contractors. For 1958 
was one of the most difficult in the post- 
war history of the industry. The volume 
of work in hand had fallen by almost 
one fifth from its level of 1955. The 
number of new orders coming forward 
had dried up alarmingly with inevitable 
repercussions on profits, recruitment, 
investment by the industry in new 
machinery, and on contractors’ ability 
to plan their work programmes on any- 
thing approaching an efficient basis. 

The answer to the question is doubt- 
lessly “No”; but there are a lot of ifs and 
buts. I do not subscribe to the view that 
the industry can brush aside the latest 
measures. For one thing, since Mr. Lloyd 
referred to contracting in broad terms 
only, it is difficult to estimate what their 
precise effect will be. For another, he 
slipped in a threat that even stronger 
action affecting the industry might be 
taken should the present measures not go 
deep enough. 

Nor, on the other hand, do I consider 
that the Chancellor should be condemned 
out of hand for using contracting once 
again as an antidote to general economic 
malaise. He had to do something, and it 
is clearly impracticable to leave any one 
industry untouched; particularly one like 
construction, which functions everywhere 
and in every economic sphere. 


Three Problems 


The Chancellor faced three major prob- 
lems. His immediate concern was to put 
a stop to speculation against the pound. 
Next, he had to achieve a_ substantial 
overall surplus to bolster up the balance- 
of-payments and avoid a sterling crisis. 
Third, a dual task, he had to find a way 
through the immediate difficulties and, at 
the same time, cope with the more funda- 
mental problems of long-term growth and 
price stability. As an immediate palliative 
he has chosen to introduce an element of 
deflation through a mixture of fiscal and 
monetary measures, the like of which has 
not been seen in Britain before. These 
measures have been coupled with more 
direct action to reduce investment 
demand. If these early steps appear essen- 
tially negative they may, nonetheless, gain 
time to evoke a plan for coping with the 
problems of longer term. These include 
making British exports more competitive 
in world markets, the better control of 
public expenditure, restrictive practices, 
and the whole question of productivity and 
wages in an expanding economy. 


Load on the Industry 


Now we all know that the contracting 
industry has recently been operating at a 
very high pitch indeed. The term “over- 
load” has crept into almost every authori- 
tative review, official or unofficial; and I 
know that a number of contractors would 
not quibble at this definition, although the 
industry has, generally speaking, been 
coping very well. Those who argue ‘that 
the industry has more work than it can 
manage can point to some convincing 
evidence. New orders have been coming 
in at an even faster rate than last year.

1958 OVER AGAIN ? 


Allowing for price changes, the total 
for all new work orders in the first quarter 
of 1961 was about 5 per cent. up on a year 
ago. This was due primarily to substantial 
increases in the public sector—£12m. for 
housing and £26m. for other new work. 
Miscellaneous work for private developers 
also rose by £llm. At the end of June, 
there were 298,477 houses under construc- 
tion, almost a record. Private builders 
had under construction 141,445 houses, 
their highest number yet, and there are 
complaints that the construction time on 
local authority housing is lengthening. 
Similarly, there has been a _ marked 
increase in the volume of school building 
work under construction and, of course, 
the other accelerated programmes like 
roads and hospitals have been adding to 
the pressure. 

However, that is not the whole picture 
by any means; as I say, there are some 
not inconsiderable achievements to be set 
alongside. First and foremost, whatever 
may be the case in individual concerns, 
there is no mistaking the message of the 
official figures; overall construction out- 
put is rising, and rising fast. In 1960 it 
was 6 per cent. higher than in 1959 and 
the rise has continued into 1961. In the 
first quarter of 1961, the volume of new 
housing work done by contractors was 5 
per cent. more than a year earlier; all the 
increase was for private developers. 
Housing accounts for about one-third of 
new contracting work. The other two- 
thirds were 13 per cent. higher in the first 
quarter than a year earlier; for public 
authorities the increase was 6 per cent., 
for private industrial developers 26 per 
cent., and for other private developers, 9 
per cent. Construction is, in fact, the 
main growth element in the economy, and 
has been described as such. This, in 
itself, should cause any Chancellor to 
hesitate before indulging in a ‘“‘tap-turn- 
ing” exercise on the industry.

A little surprisingly, perhaps, the con- 
struction labour force has also continued 
to increase; it may be due to the influx of 
foreign labour. In May this year it was 
30,000 (3 per cent.) greater than in May 
1960. Even so, apart possibly from 
Scotland and the North East, the acute 
shortage of skilled craftsmen has 
continued. 

Materials production, though still tend- 
ing to hinder output on the sites, also 
seems to be improving. Brick output in 
January-May was some 2 per cent. up on 
the corresponding period of 1960; brick 
stocks at the end of May were 50 per cent. 
higher than a year earlier and new capacity 
is due to become available later in the 
year. Cement output has also increased 
substantially even if it is still insufficient. 
It seems that the cement manufacturers 
could have underestimated the increased 
demand fostered by, for example, the more 
widespread use of reinforced concrete; 
although like bricks, further capacity 
should ‘shortly be in use. There are signs, 
too, that steel supplies, including rein- 
forcing rods, are set for an improvement. 


Over the Crest? 


So much for the present load on the 
industry. What would have happened had 
not the Chancellor intervened? On the 
evidence so far available, it could well be 
that any excess demand on the industry 
was about to right itself. A decline in 
total investment by manufacturing 
industry during 1962 is now likely. 
Factory building approvals have fallen 
sharply in both the first and second 
quarters of 1961; in the second quarter 


they were not significantly higher than the 
lowest point reached in 1958 and it seems 
that the investment boom has shifted from 
the building of factories to the machinery 
going into them. Of even greater signifi- 
cance, the overall level of architects’ new 
commissions has fallen sharply compared 
with a year ago. These and other con- 
siderations, such as the availability of land 
and mortgage finance, suggest that the 
construction boom may be passing its 
peak; that any excess steam might have 
evaporated by 1962. 


Chancellor’s Measures 


Against this background the fear is, of 
course, that the new measures will do 
more than contain the construction boom; 
they could endanger confidence and even 
promote recession. However, taken at 
their face value, they neither look unduly 
harsh nor are they beyond reversal at 
short notice should the need arise. 

Contracting should suffer no more than 
other industries from the surcharges on 
indirect taxes; it will certainly fare a great 
deal better than some. Petrol prices have 
gone up and timber prices could be 
affected. The surcharges are expected to 
raise the Index of Retail Prices, to which 
building and contracting wages are linked, 
by about 14 points and an additional ld. 
an hour on this account next February now 
looks likely. At the same time, it is prob- 
ably too much to expect the Government 
to achieve much success over wage 
restraint. I still stand by my forecast of 
three or four months ago that construc- 
tion basic wage rates will rise by about 3d, 
an hour in 1962. 

Contractors rely so much on their banks 
for overdraft facilities that the steep rise 
in Bank Rate and the restrictions on bank 
lending (reinforced by the additional 
special deposits required from the com- 
mercial banks) could’ indeed prove 
awkward. Some rise in costs on these two 
counts seems inevitable—unless, perhaps, 
something can be done to reduce the huge 
sums owed to contractors from their 
clients. The 7 per cent. Bank Rate, 
together with the curtailment of credit, 
could also obliterate or postpone a number 
of “marginal” construction projects as well 
as create difficulties for work in progress. 

The Chancellor’s statement was not easy 
to interpret, as many commentators have 
pointed out, and his’ references to 
“speculative” building were probably the 
least clear of all. Private house-builders 
are now completing some £400m. worth 
of work annually, or roughly one-quarter 
of the total new work programme. Yet no 
one in official circles seems to have the 
slightest idea whether or not the 
Chancellor’s definition of “speculative” in- 
cluded private house building. All that 
is so far known for certain is that office 
building and property development are to 
be frowned upon, very severely. Some 
£65m. worth of commercial offices are 
completed each year. 

A ruling on this naturally affects the 
position of the building societies since it 
will influence the number of mortgageable 
houses coming forward. The societies are 
certain to feel the effects of the suspen- 
sion of the Government’s 1959 House 
Purchase Scheme, from which they have 
now drawn over £56m. Mortgages for 
owner-occupation have been getting less 
and less easy to obtain for some time and 
to attract alternative funds the societies 
may be forced into raising their interest 
rates quite substantially. At present, 
though, they appear content to wait and 
see, One thing they will be watching. for 
is any changes upwards in the interest 
rates of the National Savings Movement. 

In the public sector we know that new

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RAPID CONSTRUCTION OF MERSEYSIDE FACTORY 


422,000 sq. 


NE of the fastest construction pro- 
jects in the north west is due for 
completion in the autumn at Kirkby, 
near Liverpool. This is the 422,000 sq. ft. 
domestic appliances factory for Fisher 
and Ludlow, Ltd., on which work was 
started last May. Already seven of the 
17 bays in the main production building 
have been handed over. 

A big contributory factor to the speed 
attained is the regular meetings between 
the main contractors, Holland & Hannen 
and Cubitts (North West), Ltd., and their 
40 sub-contractors, which are closely 
linked with further meetings between the 
contractors and the architects, Harry W. 
Weedon, F.R.I.B.A., and Partners, and the 
client, Industrial Estates Management 
Corporation for England. In this way the 
various problems on site are ironed out as 
they arise and everyone connected with 
the contract has an_ up-to-the-minute 
picture of progress. 

The factory is on a 50-acre site bounded 
by South Boundary Road, Coopers Lane 
and Hornhouse Lane. It occupies 30 acres, 
and comprises a main production building 
with an adjoining single- and two-storey 
works office annexe, east and south 
ancillary blocks, executive block and 
canteen, reservoir and effluent treatment 
plant and an electricity sub-station. 


Site Work 


When work started on the contract at 
the end of May last year, the first task 
was to excavate over 100,000 cu. yd. of 
earth. This job was tackled by three D8 
Caterpillar tractors using 13 cu. yd. 
scraper boxes. As part of the sub-soil was 
suitable for use as a filling material, a 
portion of the contract was executed on a 
“cut and fill’ principle, using the same 
three scrapers. 

While this work was progressing, ex- 
cavators dug drain trenches for the foul 
and surface drainage system. More than 
two miles of drains had to be installed and 
several excavators were kept in continual 
use, 

Rock occurred on the site at a reason- 
ably shallow depth and a number of the 
trench runs had to be blasted. The 
weather during the early summer of 1960 
was favourable, however, and the main 
drain runs were completed on time. 

As the structural steelwork for the main 
production building had to go up in the 
shortest possible time, two large Scotch 
derricks were brought on to the site. They 
were electrically driven on two tracks 
along the full length of the building. A 
mobile crane used on the adjoining office 
annexe also helped with assembly at 
ground level of the roof trusses. 


Production Bays 


The next task was to erect 17 plant bays 
in the main production building in only 
17 weeks. This necessitated exceptionally 
close liaison between Cubitts’ team of 
excavators and joiners, the structural steel 
erectors provided by Redpath Brown, Ltd., 
roof glazers and window fixers provided 
by Henry Hope, Ltd., and the roof sheeters 
and vertical asbestos sheeting fixers pro- 
vided by Sinclair’s (Steel Erectors), Ltd. 
By working together as a team and with 
each group of workers following on behind 
the other as soon as each stage of the task 
had been completed, the bays were erected 
exactly according to schedule. 

During the course of constructing the 
foundations for the structural steelwork, 
it was realised that the bases adjacent to 
the press pits in the main production 
building would have to be taken down to 
a depth similar to the press pits them- 
Selves. These foundation bases would 
therefore have to be excavated in rock to 
a depth of approximately 20ft. It was also 
realised that the pits themselves would

have to be excavated in the lower half in 
hard sandstone rock. 

It was therefore decided temporarily to 
remove the soil overburden and bring in 
four mobile quarry drill rigs so that the 
whole of the press pit area could be 
drilled and then blasted. When this was 
done, the overburden was replaced to 
leave a level site for the Scotch derricks. 

It had been decided originally that the 
press pits would be constructed during 
the later stages of the contract, but this 
work was brought forward so that the 
installation of presses could begin in April 
this year. 

During the course of the contract, 
Fisher and Lullow asked if the founda- 
tions for the paint and vitreous enamel 
shop could be constructed within three 
months so that plant could be installed as 
soon as possible. Additional men and 
equipment were brought to the site to 
avoid interrupting any of the other work 
which was being carried out and the 
foundations were completed within the 
time limit.

into the floor are the numerous plant 
bases. In the centre section of the factory 
these bases are for the modern paint and 
vitreous enamel plant and the bases at 
the west end are for the five reinforced 
concrete press pits. Four of these are 18ft. 
deep and 132ft. long, with floors 2ft. 3in. 
thick and walls 2ft. 6in. thick. Rails and 
conveyors are set in the bottom and the 
presses are mounted on structural steel- 
work and set at the top. 

_Running across the end of these four 
pits is a cross-conveyor pit 20ft. deep and 
sloping up to ground level at its southern 
end, where a scrap disposal unit is 
situated. The conveyor carries scrap off- 
cut metal to the disposal unit, thus 
eliminating the need for trucks to patrol 
the factory floor collecting waste metal. 


Ancillary Buildings 


The east ancillary building houses four 
oil-fired water-tube boilers and com- 
pressors, electrical switchgear, battery 
charging equipment and a fire station. At 
the rear are the oil tanks which feed the

All the buildings on the site are steel 
framed; the contract involves the use of 
more than 10,000 tons of structural steel- 
work, including five sets of overhead crane 
rails. To date, three of the five 50-ton 
overhead cranes have been positioned and 
the remaining two will be installed shortly. 
The contract also involves the use of about 
25,000 cu. yd. of concrete. This has been 
mixed on site by two electrically driven 
machines with steel storage hoppers. 

Running across the site is a 132,000-volt 
electricity supply line and an existing 
pylon supporting this will be dismantled so 
that the supply line can be re-routed on 
new pylons along the site boundary. 


1,020ft. Long Building 


The main production building is 1,020ft. 
long and 300ft. wide. The 17 plant bays 
are each 60ft. long and 300ft. wide. Roof- 
ing is of asbestos Trosec and Bib-Six sheet- 
ing, insulated with aluminium foil and 
lined internally with Asbestolux. 

Each bay of roof has two long runs of 
vertical glazing and the walls are made up 
of a top section of vertical asbestos, a 
middle section of vertical glazing and a 
lower section of facing brickwork. The 
first two bays in this main building were 
completed in March this year, only 10 
months after site work started, and a total 
of seven bays were handed over by the 
end of June. 

The floor comprises concrete sub-floor, 
either 6in., 8in. or 12in. thick, topped with 
a l}in. layer of Granolithic paving. Set 


This 
building, which has a floor area of 
26,587 sq. ft., is connected to the main 
production building by two overhead pipe

The south ancillary building with a floor 
area of 11,275 sq. ft. houses a paint strip 
and De-Vit. area, Bonderite store, paint 
store and a store for chemicals used in the 
treatment of effluent. Adjacent is a large 
effluent treatment plant comprising three 
concrete pits, each 15ft. deep and 60ft. 
long, together with appropriate plant 
rooms, etc. The south ancillary building 
and effluent treatment plant are connected 
to the main production building by a 
concrete underground tunnel, 500ft. in 
length. 

At the west end of the site is a two- 
storey executive office block, tmeasurin: 
293ft. by 41ft. with adjoining single-s nat 
canteen and kitchen wing, 193ft. long 
136ft. wide. These buildings: are steel 
framed and have an outer cladding of 
marble, exposed aggregate concrete panels 
and glass mosaic. Thefe is a boiler house 
in the basement. : 

A north annexe is also being built on 
the site to house factory administration 
Offices, a laboratory, employees’ service 
launderette, warehouse offices, plant main- 
tenance area, doctor’s surgery, waiting 
room, display and demonstration unit, 
strongroom and cloakrooms, etc. 
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LOCAL AUTHORITIES TOLD TO CUT 
EXPENDITURE 


Postponement of Amenity Schemes 


R. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, 
has told local authorities that Govern- 
ment Departments were putting into 
operation the restrictions on future ex- 
penditure announced by the Chancellor 
and would be scrutinising very closely 
all expenditure proposals, including 
those for new capital works, coming to 
them from local authorities. 

But success depended on local authori- 
ties’ own efforts to secure every practical 
economy in existing expenditures, and 
current and capital, and their determina- 
tion to allow increases in expenditures 
and new projects only to the extent that 
they were really needed. Each local 
authority knew best where relief in its own 
expenditure could be secured without 
damage to the essential fabric; and 
Ministers hoped that the necessary 
restraint in expenditure by local authori- 
ties could be achieved as much by a 
voluntary action by authorities to slow 
down the rate of growth of their expendi- 
ture as by any restrictions imposed by the 
Government. 


Reject High Tenders 


One point made by the Minister is that 
where tender prices seem to them too 
high, local authorities should, in their own 
as well as in the national interest, decline 
acceptance of such tenders and defer the 
project until lower quotations can be got. 


Capital Expenditure 


Dealing with long-term and short-term 
objectives the circular makes these points: 

It is already clear that the contemplated 
expansion in public services for the next 
five years would out-strip the likely rate 
of growth of national resources to an 
extent which cannot be allowed. The 
long-term objective is to keep the rate of 
growth of total public extenditure of all 
kinds in proper relationship with the 
resources likely to be available, and to 
settle priorities in the national interest. 


The necessary alterations in forward 
planning will be notified to local authori- 
ties by the Departments concerned. 

In the short term, the amount of capital 
work which is at the present time being 
attempted is greatly in excess of what the 
building and civil engineering industries 
can efficiently handle. The aim here must 
be that the total capital expenditure of 
local authorities in 1962-63 should not 
significantly exceed the level of the current 
year, In view of the large number of 
authorisations which have already been 
issued (and in respect of some of which 
contracts may have already been let) this 
means that the amount of other new work 
for which authorisations and sanctions 
can in the future months be issued will 
have to be materially reduced; and since 
some programmes must continue to 
increase, this means that others must, 
without delay, be abated below recent 
levels. 


Housing 


In the sphere of local authority house- 
building there have been clear indications 
over the past months of growing pressure 
on building resources. Tender prices have 
risen, the time taken for completions has 
lengthened, and the number of houses in 
the “pipe-line’—either under construction 
or in tenders approved but not started— 
have tended to pile up. An increasing 
number of authorities have found difficulty 
in placing contracts. This situation will 
worsen if authorities as a whole seek to 
maintain their building effort at the present 
rate; the only result would be that it 
would become still more difficult for them 
to carry out their programmes economic- 
ally and efficiently. It is therefore in their 
own interests that the total number of 
houses to be put into contract by local 
authorities during 1962, over and above 
those already in the pipe-line, should be 
reduced below recent levels. 

It is not envisaged that this slowing 
down of council house-building starts 
should be achieved by a flat rate reduction

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of individual programmes, without regard 
to the size and urgency of the housing 
problems of different authorities. The 
Minister feels sure that all authorities wil] 
agree that the overall programme should 
be so adjusted as to involve least inter- 
ference with the programmes of those 
authorities whose needs are greatest. He 
hopes moreover that all authorities whose 
problems cannot truly be said to be urgent 
will, of their own accord, keep down their 
housing proposals for next year, thus 
making a contribution to the common 
good and the solution of a national 
problem. 

Local authorities are reminded that, in 
framing their proposals for 1962, priority 
should be given to building for slum clear- 
ance, for the accommodation of the 
elderly, and for the rehousing of families 
living in badly overcrowded and squalid 
conditions. A few authorities will also 
need to give priority to overspill building, 
When considering proposals by individual 
authorities, the Minister will have clos 
regard to these priorities. He will also 
take account of the relative urgency of 
their problems, as well as of the number 
of houses already approved or under con- 
struction but not completed. 

Each authority is asked to review its 
building proposals for 1962 in the light of 
these paragraphs, and to let the Depart- 
ment know as soon as possible how many 
houses they think it needful to put into 
tender in the coming year. Though some 
slowing down in the rate of tender 
approvals is unavoidable, the Minister 
desires that, with the co-operation of local 
authorities, this may be achieved without 
disturbing the programmes of _ those 
authorities with the most acute and press- 
ing needs. 


Water and Sewerage 


The Minister hopes that the necessary 
curbing of the rate of growth of expendi- 
ture in this field will be achieved by the 
action of local authorities themselves in 
deferring applications for loan sanction 
for schemes which, in fact, are not 
immediately necessary. It is not his wish 
to interfere with normal progress on 
schemes which have already been sanc- 
tioned, nor to delay the start of schemes 
whose completion is essential in relation 
to other projects which are going forward. 
But the Minister will consider newly sub- 
mitted schemes with care, and may need 
to discuss their timing with the promoting 
authority. 


Other Services 


The rise of interest rates and the 
broader considerations of public policy 
will doubtless lead to many local decisions 
for an indefinite postponement of projects 
that are not. really essential. The 
Chancellor has indicated that the recom- 
mendations of the Wolfenden Committee 
on Sport and the Community must wait 
for some time to come. This means that 
the Minister must for the time being defer 
the issue of loan sanction for schemes for 
new swimming baths and projects of that 
kind. Schemes of this kind for which loan 
sanction had been promised in the current 
year, but for which tenders have not yet 
been submitted to the Department will 
have to be deferred, with a corresponding 
deferment of schemes previously contem- 
plated for later periods. 

The Government are now faced with the 
need to programme all capital investment 
up to 1965-66. For these purposes the 
Minister proposes to deal specifically with 
all projects estimated to cost more than 
£20,000; and in these circumstances asks 
local authorities to review such projects 
as town halls, libraries, assembly halls, 
community centres, markets, crematoria, 
cemeteries, refuse disposal and_ public 
cleansing, conveniences, and__ general 
depots, and to submit or resubmit such 
of their proposals as they wish to continue, 
indicating the year in which they wish the 
project to start. This will make possible 
the compilation of a phased programme up 
to 1965-66, which will still enable un- 
expected but immediately urgent ex- 
penditures to proceed as they arise.

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REDEVELOPMENT OF TOWNS CALLS FOR JOINT 
ENTERPRISE, SAY A.M.C. COMMITTEE 


4 eve view that town redevelopment 
can only be really successful if it is 
a joint enterprise between public 
authorities and private developers is 
held by many local authorities, accord- 
ing to a report by the town planning 
committee of the Association of Muni- 
cipal Corporations. 

The AMC committee sought the 
observations of members following some 
pointed remarks contained in the sixteenth 
report of the Royal Fine Art Commission. 

These concerned the spread of suburbs 
into the country, the concentration of 
redevelopment in the centre of cities on 
office and commercial buildings, the 
tendency to move people away from their 
work, the need for positive planning to 
reconstruct inner rings of obsolete 
property, and the need for comprehensive 
replanning of larger areas than are usually 
dealt with. 

The AMC report says several members 
agree with the Commission that in the 
centre of towns, when extensive redevelop- 
ment takes place such redevelopment if 
carried out by private developers is 
chiefly concentrated on new offices and 
commercial buildings with the dominant 
purpose of attaining the largest amount 
of floor space that planning legislation 
will allow. 

In this connection some members main- 
tain that there is little inducement upon 
private developers dealing with large sites 
to put up anything except the simplest, 
cheapest and plainest buildings which will 
command the maximum sale price or rental. 

Up to 1947 it was contemplated that 
derelict areas would be dealt with by local 
authorities under compulsory powers, but 
the present tendency is for private develop- 
ment to supply the capital to carry out 
redevelopment of business areas which is 
expected to be remunerative, leaving local 
authorities to provide less remunerative 
items, e.g., car parks, open spaces, usually 
at a high cost, and to deal with areas to 
be used for residential purposes. 


The Validity Questioned 


Some authorities question the validity of 
the Commission’s claim that the whole 
tendency of the present development is to 
move people away from it and regard this 
to be too sweeping and generalised. 

The report continues: “Some cities are 
faced with problems of redeveloping inner 
rings of such high density property that 
overspill into outer districts must come. 
Further the concept that people must live 
‘near their work’—whether they like it 
or not—is questioned. A distance which 
is thought to be ‘near work’ in one town 
is quite meaningless in another. A strong 
claim is therefore put forward that human 
desires and needs and the _ pleasant 
amenities of life in a house with a garden 
should not always or necessarily be 
Satisfied to the neat and logical frame- 
work of a plan prepared on paper.” 

The AMC committee say they have 
endeavoured to see if it is possible to 
extract from a whole mass of information 
and advice a few principles and basic 
needs which require consideration and 
action by the Association. 

From a preliminary investigation the 
following points arise: — 

(1) Redevelopment can only be really 
successful if it is a joint enterprise 
in which the best efforts of public 
authorities to provide the modern 
framework of high quality town 
Services and amenities are coupled 
with the ability and willingness of 
Private enterprise to provide and pay 
for a substantial amount of buildings 
and enterprises of a quality worthy 
of the plan. 

(2) In this joint enterprise the city or 
borough council has (subject to the 
Provision of the local planning 


authority in county areas) the prime 
function of promoting, and paying 
(at least initially) for the following: 
(a) The initial conception; (b) action 
to declare the area; (c) action to 
settle a redevelopment plan; (d) 
action to purchase the necessary 
land for, and to provide the “public 
amenities;’” (e) action to _ assist 
private enterprises to carry out their 
share of the plan; (f) action to secure 
good architectural design for both 
public and private parts of the 
plan and (g) action to rehouse the 
occupants of existing accommodation. 
It is our belief that these tasks can- 
not be transferred to any distant or 
centralised body, and that as in 
certain bombed towns only the 
initiative, enterprise and drive of the 
town council can get the job done. 

(3) The Royal Fine Art Commission are 
right in pointing to the need to plan 
for redevelopment much larger areas 
than is now generally contemplated; 
in doing so they are following the 
lead given by many local authorities 
who for a long time have proceeded 
on these lines. 

(4) Consideration is needed to simpli- 
fying and speeding up the procedural 
processes of redevelopment—a factor 
which becomes even more important 
if larger areas are to be redeveloped. 

(5) New thought should be given to the 
whole question of compulsory pur- 
chase as a balancing factor in 
securing redevelopment of blighted 
areas. Suggestions have been sub- 
mitted under which a local authority 
after designating a large area for 
development, and after a_ public 
inquiry might encourage, assist or in 
fact set up a “common ownership 
block” association (rather on the 
simile of a housing association), the 
local authority being granted com- 
pulsory powers of purchasing out- 
standing interests as soon as (say) 
two-thirds of the ownerships 
measured in—say—rateable value, 
had voluntarily joined the associa- 
tion. Such an idea, if developed, 
might act as a spur to private owners 
to carry out their own schemes and 
should reduce the demands on the 
local authority for finance and 
technical staffs, and thus enable the 
public sector to concentrate on the 
main planning and the vital public 
amenities. 

(6) To get this task of redevelopment 
forward financial assistance from the 
Government may be necessary. 


Land Finance Corporation 


The committee comment also on pro- 
posals by the Civic Trust for the establish- 
ment by the Government of a land finance 
corporation. 

They say one of the great needs in 
approaching the question of redevelopment 
of towns is the simplification and speeding 
up of procedure. The setting up of a 
large central body for the purchase of all 
land in redevelopment areas, so far from 
speeding up and simplifying procedures 
would lead to delay and complications. 

The committee state: “In the considera- 
tion of this matter, it is only too easy to 
disregard the human factor of the people 
already living in the district to be re- 
developed. Local authorities have already 
gained tremendous experience of moving 
families from slum clearance areas, and 
redevelopment areas generally, and we do 
not think that the Civic Trust Report, 
excellent and constructive as it is in many 
ways, takes sufficient account of this 
human factor. 

“We simply do not believe that any 
large central government board will be 
able to act more quickly, more humanly, 
or with as much local knowledge and 
expertise in the art of balancing the various 


factors in the town as the average local 
authority. We can see room for endless 
delay and protracted discussions between 
the local authority, the central land hold- 
ing body, the planning authority, the 
Ministry and various private enterprises 
in trying to decide what happens where 
and who moves next. Further, is it certain 
that the Civic Trust proposals take suffi- 
cient account of the magnitude of the 
task? It is likely that the total cost of 
acquiring redevelopment areas over the 
foreseeable future may run into several 
hundred millions. 


“Even more surprising, in this proposal 
there appears to be some lack of recogni- 
tion of the fact that under present 
financial and economic conditions, the task 
and financial burden of building houses for 
a large section of the population rests 
squarely on the shoulders of the local 
housing authorities. Yet this proposal for 
a central land holding body is for the pur- 
pose of dealing very substantially with the 
worn out residential areas of towns, as 
apart from the urban business areas. To 
sum it up, as long as, as appears to us, the 
local authority is necessarily much the 
largest element both in the planning, 
purchasing and redevelopment of blighted 
areas, we can see little advantage in setting 
up a central body for the purpose of 
buying the land.” 

Although having made it clear that, in 
their view, there is no alternative to the 
main task of planning and land ownership 
unification being vested in the local 
authority for the town in question, the 
committee say they wish to be construc- 
tive; they recognise that there may be a 
need for some form of development of the 
law in relation to comprehensive action 
by private owners. 

So far from being impressed with the 
idea of bulk purchasing and bulk owner- 
ship of land by a distant central body they 
much prefer the idea of local co-overative 
enterprises on the lines of housing 
associations. 

The committee continue: “We recognise 
that the ultimate difficulty for any such 
body is the purchase at reasonable prices 
or at all, of the outstanding interest of 
those who oppose redevelopment, but we 
feel that only the local authority should 
be invested with compulsory powers. We 
suggest that local authorities should define 
comprehensive redevelopment areas and 
programme them, the redevelopment being 
carried out in some cases by private enter- 
prise and in others by the local authority. 
The local authority would take compulsory 
purchase powers in accordance with the 
programme and lease or sell plots for 
redevelopment. 

“Where redevelopment of an area was to 
be carried out by private enterprise the 
developer might be left to acquire the land, 
the local authority aiding the developer 
where necessary by obtaining compulsory 
powers. This is in line with the present 
powers of the Town and Country Planning 
Acts, but if these powers are defective in 
any way amending legislation could be 
sought.” 


Finance 


On the question of finance, the com- 
mittee say this is a “most important” 
aspect. Quality is vital to the success of 
the planning and implementation of 
redevelopment, but the cost may be a 
daunting financial burden for many years. 
They think it should be stressed that the 
immense task of rebuilding the centre of 
blitzed cities has been substantially carried 
out in a determined manner by the cities 
and towns in question encouraged by 
Government grants. They doubt whether 
there is sufficient realisation of the serious 
effect of abolishing the blight. grants under 
the L.G. Act, 1958. Help is needed over 
the early years of redevelopment; help is 
needed for open space acquisition.

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POWER FROM’ THE ALPS 
Visit to Linth-Limmern Hydro-Electric Scheme, Switzerland

(pus policy of making full use of 
Switzerland’s hydro-electric re- 
sources has to-day reached the stage 
where less economic projects with acute 
constructional problems are now being 
carried out. In a recent official visit to 
Switzerland, members of the Eastern 
Federation of Building Trades Em- 
ployers were privileged to see many 
aspects of the construction of the 
Linth-Limmern Power Plant in the 
mountains above Linthal in the Canton 
of Glarus. 

This immense undertaking, whose estim- 
ated cost of £22 millions is certain to be 
exceeded, is being carried out by the North 
East Switzerland Electric Power Company 
(NOK) and the Canton of Glarus. The 
principal shareholders in NOK include the 
Cantons of Zurich and Aargau and Elec- 
tric Companies in these areas. 

There are five consortia of contractors on 
the site consisting of some 30 firms, the 
power plant and tunnels being the responsi- 
bility of Swiss firms with work on the main 
dam divided between Swiss and Italian 
companies. The preliminary work was 
started in 1957, the generating stations to 
be operating by 1964. 

The central point of the project is the 
Limmernboden Dam close on 500ft. in 
height and over 1,200ft. in length. Faced 
with the problem of limestone rock with 
underground channels, extensive cement

Hall of main 


grouting took place before foundations 
were commenced. The dam is 80ft. wide 
at the base and will be 30ft. wide at the 
top. Since the catchment area of the valley 
will be inadequate. additional supplies will 
be collected and piped through the 
mountains for a distance of some 10 miles. 

The magnitude of the enterprise was cer- 
tainly not appreciated by our party on 
arriving at Tierfehd in the valley, some 
2,500ft. up. There two cable-ways 
stretched steeply upwards for some 3,500ft. 
The passenger cable car accommodated our 
party of 30 and running parallel to it was 
the cable-way for materials with an 18-ton 
carrying capacity. During our visit.16-ton 
cement containers were being continuously 
transported, up to 800 tons being handled 
daily in this way. 

A further surprise awaited us at the top 
of the cable-way—a tunnel 18ft. wide and 
18ft. high had been constructed through 
the mountain for a distance of two miles 
for the transport of men and materials. 
The incongruity of two old Zurich tram- 
cars with tracks at 6,000ft. can well be 
imagined. By minibus we were taken along 
the tunnel to emerge into the sunlight 
with a breathtaking view of the grim 
mountains, partially snow-covered, and the 
dam several hundred feet beneath us. 


Concrete Placing 


From our vantage point we saw concrete 
being placed by a 20-ton capacity crane 
at the rate of 3,000 cu.. yd. a day. Severe 
climatic conditions limit concrete work on 


the dam to the summer months, and while 
we were there 380 men were engaged on 
this work alone, working two shifts of 
10 hours each. The dam, started in the 
summer of 1959, should be finished in 
1962. Aggregate, obtained from excava- 
tions inside the mountain, is crushed and 
washed in an immense cavern some 500ft. 
above the top of the dam, the concrete 
being mixed in a large adjacent plant. 


Unfavourable Resources 


The whole project from the generating 
point of view is complicated by unfavour- 
able natural resources. A small lake (the 
Muttsee) 8,000ft. up is also being harnessed, 
providing a power drop of 1,800ft. to a 
small generating station which will be 
housed in the cavern now used for aggre- 
gate washing and crushing. This will pro- 
vide power for pumping which will also 
be necessary. The main station, together 
with a smaller one, will be at Tierfehd in 
the valley with a power drop of 3,500ft. 
from the central dam, down 10ft. diameter 
pipes. A further drop to the small Linthal 
station further down the valley will give an 
aggregate capacity of 316,000-kW. 

At the lower and higher levels there was 
great activity, the labour force of 1,200 
having a high percentage of Italians, This 
force is reduced to some 400 in the winter 
when work outside is stopped and only 
inside work on the tunnels, etc., is pos- 
sible because of frost and snow. Over 600 
workers are lodged in a hostel on a wide

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APPLICATION OF OVERBURDEN DRILLING 
METHOD IN SWEDEN 


[)PYELOPED by Scandinavia’s big- 

gest contractor, AB Skanska 
Cementgjuteriet in co-operation with 
Atlas Copco and Sandvik Steel Works, 
the Overburden Drilling Method has 
been employed with success in Sweden 
for the past two years and new appli- 
cations continue to be found. 

The technique, whereby drilling is 
carried out through subsoil and boulders— 
also under water—to and through bedrgck 
at, it is said, faster penetration rates and 
more economically than ever before, was 
first introduced on the Lind6é Canal project 
at Norrkoping on Sweden’s Baltic coast. 
Atlas Copco have secured the sole rights 
for exploiting the method outside 
Scandinavia. 

Drilling Method 


The Overburden Drilling Method (OD 
Method) requires special equipment, con- 
sisting of Atlas Copco rock drills with 
powerful, independent rotation, chajn 
feeds and Sandvik Coromant special drill 
pipes and standard extension steels. High 
pressure water flushing contributes to a fast 
penetration rate. 

All kinds of overburden are easily 
penetrated with this type of equipment. 
Boulders, hard moraine, etc., are drilled 
without difficulties. A typical cross-section 
of clay, gravel, sand, boulders, moraine and 
rock is shown in Fig. 1, where the drill 
pipe has been collared about 4in. into 
bedrock. 

The drill pipes are joined together with 
external coupling sleeves. The first pipe 
down the hole has a detachable ring bit. 

Inserted in the drill pipes are Sandvik 
Coromant standing ljin. round extension 
steels, the leading steel having a tungsten 
carbide tipped cross-bit which projects lin. 
beyond the ring bit and acts as a pilot 
(Fig. 2). 

The drill pipes and the extension steels 
inside are drilled simultaneously through 
overburden including boulders. 

The percussive force from the rock drill 
is transmitted by a special shank adapter 
to the extension rods and drill pipes. The 
powerful torque from the separate air 
motor for rotation is transmitted by the 
same shank adapter. 

If drilling is to be continued after 
reaching bedrock both the ring bit and 
the cross bit are collared a few inches into 
the rock for secure support of the drill

pipe. The series of pipes are then dis- 
engaged from further drilling by discon- 
necting the top drill pipe from the shank 
adapter. An extra rod is added and drilling 
continued with the extension steels alone. 

When the hole has been drilled to a 
predetermined depth in the bedrock the 
extension steels are withdrawn leaving the

drill pipe as a lining in the overburden 
section of the hole and thus forming an 
open connection between the hole in the 
bedrock and the surface. 

During drilling through overburden, soil 
sampling and testing of the soil may be 
carried out whenever desired. 

The drill pipes and the ring bit are with- 
drawn after the completion of such opera- 
tions as the insertion of plastic tubes for 
charging with explosives or the 
entry of grouting equipment, 
etc. 

Rock drills used for the OD 
Method are of two types, the 
Atlas Copco BBE-41, and the 
heavy-duty BBE-51. 


Applications 


The Overburden Drilling 
Method can be used for drilling 
and blasting of bedrock with- 
out previous overburden re- 
moval, mineral prospecting, 
subsoil exploration, investiga- 
tions for rock location, under- 
water drilling, grouting, and 
anchoring. This method may 
also be used for sinking wells 
of reasonable depth, for 
groundwater investigations, 
measuring soil permeability 
and testing strata strength. 


Lind6é Canal Project 


At the Lindé Canal Project 
surveys showed that the in- 
stability of the waterlogged 
clay would have made dry 
excavation very expensive. 

After considering several 
alternatives it was finally 
decided to drill into the bed- 
rock and blast without first 
removing the overburden. 
The soil and _ fragmented 
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rock could then be excavated together by 
dredging. The length of the Lindé Canal 
is about four miles, width 180-195ft. and 
depth about 33ft. 

For this a total of 4,533,700 cu. yd. clay, 
141,300 cu. yd. sand, 40,500 cu. yd. 
moraine, 226,300 cu. yd. solid rock, or a 
total of 4,715,000 cu. yd. of overburden 
and 226,300 cu. yd. of solid rock were 
excavated. 

The rock drills were mounted on special 
rigs (Fig. 3) with 53ft. long chain feeds, 
Each drill rig was mounted directly onto 
a prefabricated bedplate which could be 
moved parallel with and sideways to the 
canal route by means of I-beam frames 
and tracks of steel sheet piling. The track 
system allowed the full width of the canal 
to be drilled progressively. Certain sections 
were drilled from the ice during the winter 
months. 

No secondary blasting was necessary, 
During the whole excavation only a couple 
of boulders required raising as they were 
too large for the dredger buckets. Boulders 
larger than approximately 32in. were pre- 
vented from being carried up the full run 
to the dredger tower in order to avoid the 
risk of damage when dumping on the 
barges. Fragmentation was good as an 
average of only 10 such boulders were 
crane-handled for each barge filled. Each 
barge carried approximately 260 cu. yd. 

The total saving by drilling and blasting 
overburden and rock simultaneously was 
quite considerable it is claimed. In 
addition the work could be carried out 
comparatively quickly without heavy 
investments in equipment and with a small 
labour force. 


PERU PROJECT FOR BRITISH/ 
GERMAN GROUP 


Preliminary agreement has been reached 
between the Peruvian Government and a 
British and West German consortium far 
work to begin on the installation of the 
first stage of the Mantaro River hydro- 
electric project. 

The consortium consists of the English 
Electric Co., Ltd., George Wimpey and 
Co., Ltd., and Siemens Schuckerts of West 
Germany, plus private banking interests of 
both countries. The installed capacity of 
the first stage, due for completion in 
1967, would be 400,000 kilowatts.

ledge on the mountainside 6,000ft. up, at the 
end of the two-mile tunnel running from 
the cable-way. There we had an excellent 
lunch in the executives’ canteen, although 
the rigours facing the construction gangs 
could be appreciated. 

Basic pay of 6s. per hour with a pro- 
duction bonus and a 60-hour week with 
overtime, leave the workers a good surplus 
after paying 12s. per day for full board 
and lodging. The engineers generally 
lodge in the valley travelling up to the 
site daily. 


Generating Station Hall 


After lunch we returned by cable-car to 
the valley to inspect the site for the main 
generating station excavated deep in the 
mountain and approached by a 600ft. long 
tunnel. Here in a dimly lit inferno of 
sound we saw heavy earthmoving plant 
levelling the floor of this immense hall 
500ft. long, 100ft. high and 100ft. wide. 
Blasted out of solid rock the walls and 
roof will later be lined with 3ft. of con- 
crete and the generating plant installed will 
have a 240,000-kW capacity. 

The last part of our visit was to the large 
reservoir which will store up to 200,000 
tons of water from the main station, for 
the final drop of 450ft. to the smaller 
Linthal station. 

Even in midsummer the physical con- 
ditions call for fortitude—as well as a 
clear head—and our admiration for this 
enterprise increased even more when we 
visualised the problems in midwinter. 

The determination of the Swiss to over- 
come and even profit by the accident of 
geography is fully exemplified in this pro- 
ject which will make a further contribution 
to the country’s hydro-electric resources. 
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BUILDING RESEARCH STATION DIGEST NO. 13 


Concrete 


IGEST 44 (first series), issued in 

1952, described the elementary 
principles for making good concrete 
economically. Whilst these general 
principles still apply, advances in con- 
crete technology have led to a far more 
critical approach to the design of con- 
crete mixes intended for structural use, 
where the requisite strength and dur- 
ability have to be achieved with maxi- 
mum economy of materials and labour. 


The cost of concrete of any given 
quality depends both on the materials used 
and on the care with which they are 
used. A rich mix gives high strength; but 
the same strength can be achieved more 
economically by proportioning the mix 
properly and seeing that it does not change 
throughout the job. Mix design and 
quality control are discussed generally in 
this Digest; Part II will give details of 
recommended procedure. Materials for 
concrete were discribed in Digest 5. 


Specification of Concrete Mixes 


The mix proportions for concrete are 
often specified by rule-of-thumb in 
“nominal” proportions such as 1 : 2: 4o0r 

: 14: 3 of cement/fine aggregae /coarse 
aggregate, with little or no consideration 
for the materials and methods that will 
be used on the site. This kind of specifi- 
cation, if adopted without further safe- 
guards, has many disadvantages. The 
resulting mix may not be the most suitable 
for the purpose; it may be harsh and 
dificult to compact, or contain more 
cement than is necessary; the quality of 
the concrete may not be uniform through- 
out and in places the strength may be well 
below that required. 

A more realistic approach is to specify 
a minimum strength for the concrete and 
—for the given aggregate, conditions of 
site control, etc.—to choose the propor- 
tions of cement, fine and coarse aggregate 
and water accordingly. There is, in fact, 
a trend away from the specification of 
nominal mixes and towards the design and 
mixes on a strength basis, and this is 
reflected in the provisions of the BS. 
Codes of Practice CP. 114 and 115, for 
the structural use of reinforced and of pre- 
stressed concrete, respectively; as the 
strength required of the concrete increases, 
specification tends to be in terms of 
strength, and even when nominal mixes are 
used as a basis, the actual proportions are 
often changed considerably after tests on 
preliminary mixes. 

When the concrete is required to comply 
with CP.114 (or with certain building 
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Mix Proportioning and Control: 


regulations), a minimum crushing strength 
is specified for each nominal mix, as in 
Table 1. These strength values are based 
on the assumptions that a suitable water/ 
cement ratio and an ordinary Portland 
cement complying with B.S.12 are used. 
Although the nominal mixes are specified 
by volume, the cement should be measured 
by the whole bag, or by weight. It is 
usual to require that, unless evidence is 
produced that the intended mix propor- 
tions make a satisfactory concrete, pre- 
liminary strength tests shall be made with 
the materials to he used on the job and 
the proportions shall be adjusted accord- 
ingly. Further tests (“work tests”) are 
made on samples of the concrete while the 
work is in progress. It is permissible for 
the strength values obtained in the works 
tests to be somewhat lower than those in 
the preliminary tests. 

The water/cement ratio, a most import- 


this ratio to allow for different gradings 
and sizes of the aggregate. Clause 208 of 
CP.114 allows this ratio to be varied 
between the limits of 1 : 14 and 1 : 3 
so as to produce more workable and 
denser concretes with aggregates of 
different maximum size and ee 
gradings; thus, a nominal 1 : 2 and 1 :

An alternative to the use of nominal 
mixes is given in Clause 209 of CP.114, by 
which “special concrete mixes” can be 
designed to have any specified mininysm 
works cube strength between 2,250]b./in.? 
and 6,000Ib./in.2 at 28 days. A minimum 
limit is imposed on the cement content, 
and for jin. maximum sized aggregate the 
mix must not be leaner than 1 : 8.

ant factor governing concrete quality, is 
not specified for nominal mixes, but it is 
usually stated that it should be kept as low 
as possible provided that the mix is work- 
able enough to obtain fully compacted 
concrete with the means available on the 
site. The water/cement ratio will be 
discussed further in Digest 14. 

The nominal mixes, the proportions of 
the volume of fine aggregate to the volume 
of coarse aggregate are usually in the ratio 
of 1 : 2, but it is often preferable to vary

CP.115 “The structural use of prestressed 
concrete in buildings” does not permit 
specification in terms of nominal mixes; it 
requires concrete mixes to be designed 
solely in terms of strength, with a cement 
content between 500lb. and 900lb. per 
cu. yd. 


Variability of Concrete on Site 


Having specified the strength required 
and decided on suitable mix proportions 
for the purpose, it is still necessary to 
ensure that the standard of strength is 
maintained consistently throughout the 
job. Most specifications and Codes of 
Practice call for periodic sampling of the 
concrete and the making of cubes for 
crushing strength tests. Usually, however, 
this sampling is made at such infrequent 
intervals that the variations from mix to 
mix, and even from day to day, are un- 
detected. To investigate the variations 
that do occur, workers from the station 
have visited several sites and taken 
samples of the concrete at frequent 
intervals daily over a period of two or 
three weeks. Cubes were made, and 
tested at 28 days age. The results from 
one site are shown in Fig. 1; the variation 
seen here can be regarded as typical of that 
occurring on many jobs, Data from this 
and other sites are analysed in Table 2, 
which shows clearly the effects of different 
degrees of control. 


It will be seen that the strength of the 
concrete on a single contract can vary by 
as much as 4,000Ib./in.2; on a site with 
poor control, therefore, much of. the 
concrete produced may have a strength 
below the specified minimum. In_ the 
station’s study, the proportion of samples 
falling below the specified minimum 
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strength ranged from 0 to 49 per cent., 
according to the degree of control 
exercised. 

From statistical considerations, it is to 
be expected that, with a sufficiently large 
number of tests, some proportion of the 
test results will fall below any specified 
minimum value, but it is obviously 
undesirable that this proportion should be 
too high. It is better, therefore, to decide 
what proportion is acceptable; a figure that 
is often used is 1 result in 100. Where, 
because of poor control, the results may 
vary over a wide range, the aim of not 
more than 1 in 100 falling below the 
specified minimum can only be achieved 
either by improving the control or by 
aiming at a higher “target” average for all 
the test results. The last column in Table 
2 shows the “target” averages that would 
have been needed on the five sites to 
ensure that only 1 test result in 100 would 
have failed to reach the specified minimum. 

Comparing two of the sites where the 
same minimum strength was specified, it 
will be noticed that on site 2, where the 
control was poor, the “target” average 
strength would have been much higher 
than the average actually attained in the 
tests, whereas for the well-controlled site 
3, it would have been much less than the 
measured value. 

The average strength of concrete can be 
increased, if necessary, by using either a 
drier mix or more cement, but both of 
these methods increase the cost. The 
alternative means of ensuring the required 
quality is to adopt quality control methods 
on the site and this is the only way to 
obtain the best advantage from designing 
mixes for a certain strength. Quality 
control itself costs money, but it brings 
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The savings in cement made possible by 
quality control are shown by Table 3. The 
three levels of site control considered are 
typical of practice and the average 
strengths required have been calculated on 
the basis of not more than 1 result in 100 
falling below the “minimum” values of 
3,000, 4,000 and 5,000lb./in.2 at 28 days. 
At the lowest level of control it would be 
virtually impossible to produce concrete 
having a minimum strength of 4,000 or 
5,000lb./in.2 at 28 days; to get these higher 
strengths, improved control methods are 
indispensable. 

The last three columns of Table 3 show 
that the saving in cement with improved 
quality control depends both on _ the 
average strength of the concrete and on 
the level of improvement in control. 
Improving the site control from “fair” to 
“very good” saves 70lb. of cement per cu. 
yd. of concrete for a 3,000lb./in.2 mix, 
but saves 190lb. of cement per cu. yd. for 
a 5,000lb./in.2 mix. Improving the site 
control from “poor” to “fair” saves 400lb. 
of cement per cu. yd. of 3,000Ib./in.? 
concrete. Thus, the initial improvement 
in site control, which is easiest to achieve 
in practice, results in the larger saving in 
cement; also, as the required minimum 
strength is increased, so good control 
becomes more important and also results 
in greater savings in cement, 

It should be clearly understood that in 
calculating the results shown in Table 3, 
the same degree of workability has been 
assumed throughout. It is sometimes 
thought that, when mixes are designed 
and the quality is controlled, they must 
be mixes of -low workability which are 
difficult to place and compact. This is not

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regarded as the sole advantage or even 
the main advantage of using quality 
control methods. There are other benefits 
which may not be immediately apparent 
and which are difficult to assess 
economically. A well designed and 
controlled concrete will be of uniform 
workability; this should result in the 
avoidance of porous honeycombed patches 
(caused by bad batching) and weak patches 
of laitance (due to addition of too much 
water). In consequence there will be no 
need to “make-good” or to hack out and 
repair such patches. A good uniform 
concrete, moreover, should be less perme- 
able and more durable than one that 
contains weak sections, and this should 
make for reduced maintenance costs, 
The introduction of methods of quality 
control on a site will increase production 
costs above those on a site where little 
control is exercised. But where weigh. 
batching plant is already being used, as it 
is by an increasing number of contractors, 
most of the extra costs will be those 
arising from the employment of a trained 


supervisor, and from the making and 
testing of additional concrete control 
cubes. There is no reason, however, why 


quality control methods should reduce the 
output of concrete, and on a well con- 
trolled site the production of uniform 
concrete should proceed more smoothly, 


Methods of Specifying Concrete Mixes 


Concrete mix proportions can be 
expressed in terms of volume or weight. 
It has already been noted that the present 
trend is towards specifying mixes in terms 
of minimum strength requirements (usually 
with a specified minimum cement content), 
rather than by nominal volume propor- 
tions. With this method, the mix propor- 
tions are determined and expressed in 
terms of weight. Usually, the weight ratio 
of cement to combined aggregate is 
decided upon and then the fine aggregate 
content is selected according to its grading 
and other characteristics of the aggregate. 
For example, a mix would be described 
as al 6 by weight containing 40 per 
cent. of sand, and the batch weights 
calculated from 1 2.4 : 3.6 proportions 
by weight. The water/cement ratio usually 
specified is that determined from the trial 
mix to produce a satisfactory workabililty 
and the required strength. 

Where the mix is designed in terms of 
weight, the materials are measured by 
weight on site. Where mixes are specified 
in terms of volume, the cement should be 
measured by the whole bag, or by weight; 
the aggregates can be measured by volume, 
but results will be more uniform if they 
are measured by the equivalent weight. 
To obtain the weight proportions from 
volumetric proportions it is necessary to 
know the loose dry densities of the 
aggregates, and it is usual to take cement 
as weighing 90lb./ft.3, ie., a lcwt. bag 
contains 14ft.3. An example of converting 
volume to weight proportions is given in 
Table 4. 

Many aggregates have densities similar 
to those given in Table 4 and it will be 
noticed that, with densities of this order, 
the proportions by weight are not widely 
different from the proportions by volume; 
with lightweight or extra heavy aggregates, 
however, the difference would be greater. 

A further point to be noted is that, 
whereas a mix of 1 : 2 : 4 by volume 
gives a combined volume of about 1 : 5 
(see footnote to Table 1), the equivalent 
proportions by weight give a 1 : 6 mix by 
weight; this shows that a 1 6 mix by 
volume differs considerably from a 1 : 6 
mix by weight. 

Instead of specifying the proportions of 
cement and aggregates individually, an 
alternative way of defining a mix is by its 
cement content in pounds of cement per 
cu. yd. of concrete, as in CP.115; here 
again it is usual for the water/cement 
ratio, determined from the trial mix, to 
be specified, The proportions of fine and 
coarse aggregate are determined from con- 
sideration of their physical characteristics 
and the required workability of the con- 
crete, as described in the next Digest.

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COMMERCIAL DEVELOPMENT IN LONDON’S 


ONDON’S latest commercial de- 
velopment, six-storey St. Mary Axe 
House, close to the Baltic Exchange and 
Lloyd’s in the heart of the City’s ship- 
ping area, is to be erected by Wates, Ltd. 
The development is being undertaken 
for Yorkwin Investments, Ltd., a member 
of the Chamberlain Group of Companies, 
and has been designed by architects, 
Kenneth Lindy, Joseph Hill and Partners. 
The building will consist of seven floors 
providing a nett lettable area of about 
54,800 sq. ft., and a basement car park 
for 22 cars approached by a ramp from 
Goring Street. 

It will be of reinforced concrete frame 
construction, with hollow tile floor slabs. 
Above ground floor level the building is 
designed in the shape of a “U,” to provide 
for the maximum amount of natural light 
and ventilation. Internally, to allow 
complete flexibility in office layout, there 
will be no visible beams. 

Slab foundations will be used on all 
boundaries except that on Goring Street, 
where pile foundations will be necessary 
because of proximity to a main L.C.C. 
sewer. 

The building will be faced with natural 
Portland stone, with infill panels partly of 
Portland stone and partly pre-cast marble 
slip-faced panels. The horizontal beams 
will be faced in a light-coloured contrast- 
ing mosaic with copings of Portland stone. 
The internal light well will be faced with 
Uxbridge flint light-coloured bricks. The 
facings of the ground floor exterior will 
be marble with mosaic panels beneath the 
large display windows. 

Main Entrance 


The main entrance in St. Mary Axe will 
be recessed into the corner of the building, 
and fitted with armour plate glass doors. 
A secondary entrance and unloading area 
will be provided on the Goring Street 
frontage. 

The roof will be finished with asphalt 
and spar chippings, and the roof structures, 
which house the motor rooms and tanks, 
faced with interlocking aluminium sheet- 
ing, 

Single glazed rust-proof steel frame 
windows will be generally used through- 
out. A feature of the St. Mary Axe eleva- 
tion ‘will be a 40ft. high aluminium flag 
mast. 

The main entrance hall will have a 
marble paved floor, walls lined with marble 
and hardwood and ceilings with a hard- 
wood finish. One of the main features of 
the hall will be an open string staircase 
rising above a mosaic lined fish pool fed 
with water from a dolphin carved out of 
a structural column. Another feature will

be a _ two-storey high abstract mosaic 
designed by the architects. The hall will 
also incorporate a sunken flower bed. 

The office areas will be finished with 
plaster and the floors covered with lino- 
tiles. The telephone and office service 
cables will be accommodated within 
special metal skirtings. The two staircases 
will be finished with terrazzo. 

The toilet accommodation will have 
terrazzo tile floors and coloured tile walls. 


Services 


St. Mary Axe House will be served by 
two Swiss Platt-Schindler lifts. The lift 
interiors will be finished with formica and 
the trim and architraves in stainless steel. 
A separate passenger and goods lift will 
serve all floors from the secondary 
entrance and the loading bay in Goring 
Street. 

Full automatically ventilated toilets will 
be provided at each floor level. Separate 
toilets will be provided for the principals. 

The building will be heated throughout 
by “warm-line” sill type convector units 
operating on hot water from two oil-fired 
boilers: Constant domestic hot water will 
also be provided. The boilers and the 


garage ventilation plant will be located in 
the basement. 

The fixed price contract is valued at 
£310,163, and is scheduled to be completed 
in August 1962.

BUILDING EDUCATION BOARD OUT OF

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£5M. EDINBURGH STATION 
REDEVELOPMENT PROPOSAL 


£5m. redevelopment plan for the 

Waverley Station area of Edinburgh is 
proposed by the British Transport Com- 
mission. 

Murrayfield Real Estate Co., Ltd., have 
been asked to prepare plans for the 
development of the 18-acre site, on a three- 
tier basis; the platforms and services will 
be on the lowest tier with car park, offices, 
shops, booking hall and_ rail _ travel 
amenities on the upper floors. Escalator 
or ramp access is proposed. 

The present station was built in 1900 
and occupies a central depression site in 
the heart of the city; the station itself is 
wasteful of space by present standards and 
could take a development of the type 
proposed with ease. 

The scheme so far is in its early stages, 
but it has been’ given approval in 
principle by the Planning Committee. 
Elimination of the very considerable 
Princes Street station at the other end of 
Princes Street from Waverley is also pro- 
posed, and would release a further major 
area of ground in the centre of the city 
for redevelopment. 


DANISH PROFESSOR TO LECTURE 
IN LONDON 


The Cement and Concrete Association 
have arranged a lecture “40 Years of the 
Yield-Line Theory” to be given’ by 
Professor K. W. Johansen, of the Copen- 
hagen Technical University, in the Lecture 
Theatre of the Institution of Electrical

TENDERS IN FOR NUCLEAR 
STATION 


Tenders from three nuclear power 
groups are now being considered by the 
Central Electricity Generating Board for 
the construction of the Oldbury-on- 
Severn nuclear power station. This will 
be a 550,000-kW twin-reactor station and 
is likely to cost about £45m. 

Construction is due to begin early in 
1962 and completion is expected in 1966. 
It is understood that at least one tender 
will specify a prestressed concrete pressure 
vessel to contain the uranium and graphite 
core of the reactor instead of the usual 
4in. mild steel sphere. 

The three groups are: The Nuclear 
Power Group, the United Power Company, 
and tthe Atomic Power Group. The 
C.E.G.B. are to indemnify all three to the 
extent of £100,000 each to offset some of 
the cost of preparing the tender. 


The final attendance figure for the first 
International Construction Equipment Ex- 
hibition has been announced as 32,862. 
Of this figure 5,728 were paid admissions. 
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FIRE COSTS REMAIN AT 
DISTURBINGLY HIGH LEVEL 


Wee brigades in the United Kingdom 
attended about 130,300 fires in 
1960—according to figures given in the 
1960 report of the Joint Fire Research 
Organisation published recently*. 
While the number of fires is not nearly 
so high as in 1959, when there were 
240,000 (about half being of the heath 
or grassland variety) fire costs have 
hardly varied and remain at a disturb- 
ingly high level. 

Since the war the Joint Fire Research 
Organisation has been’ carrying out 
periodic studies to see whether changing 
materials and methods are affecting the 
fire hazards of post-war dwellings. 

The findings, covering the years 1947 
to 1956, are that temporary post-war 
dwellings have aé_ rather higher fire 
incidence, at 19 per 10,000 dwellings a 
year compared with 16 for dwellings of 
all types (both post-war and pre-war). On 
the other hand permanent non-traditional 
post-war dwellings have a better fire 
record (eight per 10,000 a year). 


Fire Hazards of Electricity 


Fires due to electricity continue to 
increase as the consumption of electricity 
rises. Studies have been made of fires due 
to electrical apparatus and supply instal- 
lations. Forty-four per cent. of all these 
fires occurred in dwellings. 

Sixty-five per cent. of all electrical 
installation fires were due to the failure 
of cable or flex, about three-quarters of 
these being due to broken insulation 
resulting from mechanical causes, moisture, 
heat, chemicals or age. 

It is now becoming possible by means 
of small laboratory fires to predict the 
size of flames from full-scale fires. This 
will find application, for example, in pre- 
dicting the effect of flames from a burning 
building on the intensity of heat radiation 
transmitted across a street, and hence on 
the exposure hazard to _ neighbouring 
buildings. 


Perforated Brick Walls 


Much interest has been shown in the 
B.R.S. perforated bricks by the building 
industry. A programme of fire tests under- 
taken jointly with the Building Research 
Station has now been completed. It has 
shown that without plaster the perforated 
brick satisfies model byelaw requirements 
for small dwellings. Where higher standards 
are required they can be met by an appro- 
priate choice of plaster. 


Audible Warning Devices 


The Laboratory’s investigations of the 
effectiveness of various audible fire warn- 
ing devices has been completed. Different 
warning sounds were studied against a 
background noise of a heavy diesel lorry, 
and it is quite clear that audibility depends 
solely on loudness irrespective of the 
nature of the sound. Of the equipment 
at present available, a four-horn system 
is the best; a two-tone horn system comes 
second; and a steady note siren is a poor 
third. The present fire bell is even worse.

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SAFEGUARDING ELECTRICITY GRID TRANSMISSION 


CABLES 


S the demand for electricity increases 

rapidly so the problem of getting 

the energy to the load centres is 
becoming more and more difficult. 

In Glasgow in 1930, for example, when 
the 132-kV. electricity grid came into 
operation there were no_ transmission 
underground cables. The various power 
stations were interconnected for mutual 
assistance and for maximum fuel economy 
by the overhead lines of the grid. The 
loads were supplied by radial feeders at 
20-kV., 11-kV. and 6.6-kV. In the near 
future a 275-kV. overhead grid will 
surround Glasgow bringing power to 
supplement such of the old stations as 
remain operational because building the 
super stations required today is no longer 
possible inside a city. The energy from 
Kincardine, Hunterston, etc., will be fed 
right into the city through the 275-kV. 
transmission cables to central points 
where transformation down to 33-kV. will 
take place and it will be distributed from

The author and his engineers arranged 
meetings with the City Engineer’s Depart- 
ment in an endeavour to control this 
situation. There it was agreed to help the 
City Engineer by marking the route in a 
special manner. The agreed marking was 
in the form of discs to be clamped to the 
lamp posts (Fig. 2). Special concrete 
markers were also agreed for use where 
the cable passed through open ground: 

In 1958 a 132-kV. cable route from a 
Glasgow power station leading out through 
suburbs of Glasgow tripped on severe 
fault. The cause was found to be local 
water authorities’ men looking for a water 
main by prodding the ground with a steel 
bar; one circuit was holed and the man 
was prodding the second circuit when the 
first cable blew out. Fortunately the man 
was not seriously injured, but the cable 
damage took over a week to repair and cost 
£1,520. 

That fault had not long been repaired 
when further damage nearer the grid sub-

there to further smaller sub-stations to 
transform down again to feed the ultimate 
users. This is the only way to bring the 
power required today into the cities where 
it is required. 

Development of Underground Cable 

First developed by Pirelli in Italy, 
132-kV. oil filled underground cable was 
first used in Scotland in 1930 inside 
Tongland Grid Sub-station. This cable is 
lead covered only and steel armouring is 
not possible for technical reasons. (See 
Fig. 1 (a) and (b).) Later installations of 
the same make were used to underground 
the grid lines near Renfrew and Abbots- 
inch airfields during the war. These 
installations have been remarkably trouble 
free, only one incident occurring when a 
digger lifted. a cable out of the ground 
near Bishopton and it was seen suspended 
on the grab and still alive at 132-kV. 
Luckily despite such maltreatment the 
cable, of the double lead sheath type, was 
patched and has operated to date without 
further incident. 

In 1953 a four-mile double circuit cable 
to carry grid bulk supplies into the west 
of Edinburgh was laid through some of 
the main, busy city streets. It happened 
soon after that a road on the route was 
opened to install a new gulley connection 
under the feeders. No sooner was it laid 
than local contractors working for house- 
holders also made emergency openings in 
the road for gas and water repairs, and 
all back-filled without notification to us. 
While no actual damage _ resulted, 
obviously this was fortuitous, and further 
the sand bed had been disturbed and may- 
be replaced by stones.

station was discovered, this damage being 
due to work under the cables. This second 
cable repair was only being completed 
when low oil pressure was again noticed 
on one of the circuits and was found to 
be the result of the erection of a lamp 
standard between the two circuits (Fig. 3). 


IN SOUTH SCOTLAND 


In this case the road boundaries had been 
altered some time previously and the cable 
route had been less easy to trace. The 
tile covers protecting the cable had 
been chipped through with hand chisels 
and then a boring machine used to 
excavate the hole for the lamp standard. 
In boring the hole, pieces of lead, and 
signs of oil, were noticed, but apparently

were not considered significant. This cable 
had operated with low oil pressure for a 
day or two before the trouble was noticed; 
as a result the oil in the upper part had 
polymerised into a wax. This necessitated 
the excavation and re-laying of 100yd. of 
cable, a lengthy and costly job (about 
£1,938). 

Not surprisingly the county authorities 
concerned were rather aghast at the high 
cost of repairs. Such repeated and costly 


damage made us think that further 
measures should be taken to prevent 
recurrence. County officials at a sub- 
sequent meeting agreed that similar

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£1M. MULTI-STOREY MORDEN BLOCK 


* TOPPED OUT” 
Four Months Ahead of Schedule 


OURTEENTH floor level has now 
been reached on Crown House, a 
138,000 sq. ft. development at Morden, 
Surrey, and the traditional “topping 
out” ceremony was recently held on the 
site by the contractors, Bernard Sunley 
and Sons, Ltd. 

This £lm. project was selected by 
Merton and Morden U.D.C. from 14 
entries as being the most suitable for the 
triangular site at London Road and Crown 
Road. It incorporates offices, shops, a 
large departmental store and a new 
“Crown” public house. The public house

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was declared open on the same day as the 
“topping out.” 

The development is being constructed 
for the Bernard Sunley Investment Trust 
and is now some four months ahead of 
the original schedule. During the past 11 
weeks, 10 floors have been erected, each 
floor being of some 15,000 sq. ft. 

The 14-storey block is planned on a 
gentle curve facing the Morden under- 
ground station. It is 200ft. long on its 
centre line and 50ft. deep overall, rising 
to a height of 170ft. It is supported on 
pillars leaving the ground floor free for 
car circulation and parking. Parking

markers to those used in Edinburgh would 
be a help in controllong the openings by 
all parties and asked that copies of maps 
showing the cable route be passed to them 
for display in road foremen’s offices, etc., 
and lists of the roads in which there were 
132-kV. cables were also requested for use 
by the clerical staff dealing with road 
opening notifications. 


Confusion outside the power supply 
industry between area distribution cables 
and transmission cables was shown up by 
road opening notices being sent sometimes 
to the distribution engineers only, was 
now cleared up. Further, the county 
authorities agreed to advise contractors 
liable to operate in these particular streets 
to contact us before doing so. Telephone 
numbers were supplied to them for this 
purpose. The number of 132 and planned 
275-kV. cables in the city area of Glasgow 
is showing continuous increase and further 
consultation appeared necessary. 


In December, 1960, a meeting was con- 
vened of the various local authorities in 
the greater Glasgow area. The meeting 
was as representative of all interests as 
possible covering the city and surrounding 
local ‘authorities. Water departments, 
public works departments, the General 
Post Office, the Scottish Gas Board were 
represented, while on the Board’s side the 
H.Q. transmission and_ distribution 
engineers and the engineers from Glasgow 
area and the Board’s wayleave officers 
attended. The Board’s engineers explained 
that such cables were necessary to carry 
the load of a large section of the City or 
large surrounding districts. The construc- 
tion and method of laying the various 
types of transmission cables were ex- 
explained to the meeting. The necessity 
for dissipating heat from the cables 
was shown to be the reason for laying the 
cable at the usual depth of 2ft. 6in. and 


not deeper. The cost of repairing damage 
to these cables was detailed. 

The local authority representatives 
present were in agreement that any party 
who opens a street and damages equip- 
ment belonging to another party is liable 
for the cost of such damage, but they 
were also surprised and worried at the 
high cost of repairing cable of this type. 
However, they were most appreciative that 
the Board was doing all that they possibly 
could to help by indicating the location 
of these expensive cables, by supplying

them with lamp post markers and with 
6in. to the mile cable route maps. The 
offer of these large scale maps was 
accepted by all present and lists of streets 
- which these cables existed were asked 
or. 
Unnotified Openings 

Some local authority representatives 
were concerned that local contractors 
doing unnotified emergency openings can 
now hire pneumatic road drilling equip- 
ment from plant hire firms. The possibility 
of damage to the Board’s cables during 
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accommodation on the project is 140 cars, 

The bulk of the block, the 3rd to 13th 
floors, is treated uniformly as one framed 
mass above a plinth of the two-storey 
wing blocks. Front and back elevations 
of the main block consist of metal 
windows and precast mullions and aprons, 
The diagonal pattern of these elevations js 
obtained by staggering light and dark 
coloured apron panels from floor to floor, 

The wing blocks consist chiefly of shops 
with offices above. Along the London 
Road frontage the first floor has been rein. 
forced to take weights of 200Ib. per sq. ft., 
to facilitate the installation of heavy office 
machinery or use as a showroom. The far 
end of this wing is occupied by the Crown 
inn which has been constructed for 
Courage and Barclay, Ltd., and contains 
20,000 sq. ft. of licensed and catering 
premises. 

The architect for the scheme is A, 
Green, A.R.I.B.A. Stanley Griffiths and 
Partners are the quantity surveyors, and 
Clarke Nicholls and Marcel, the consult- 
ing engineers. 


£400,000 MOTORWAY BRIDGE 
CONTRACT FOR HOWARD 


John Howard and Co., Ltd., have been 
awarded a contract to construct eight 
bridges and one culvert on the North 
Cheshire section of the Birmingham/ 
Preston motorway. 

The bridges will all carry roads over 
the motorway. Four of them will be 
constructed with spans of precast concrete 
beams, three of the bridges will be in 
in-situ prestressed concrete spans and one 
small bridge will be of a special type. The 
contract price is in the region of £400,000. 

The main contractors for this section of 
the motorway are Tarmac Civil Engineer- 
ing, Ltd. The consulting engineers are 
Scott, Wilson, Kirkpatrick and Partners, 
The employing authority is Cheshire 
County Council acting as agent/authority 
for the Ministry of Transport. 


such emergency work could be quite 
serious. After discussion it was agreed 
the authorities’ representatives would do 
all they could to acquaint contractors 
normally working in their districts with 
the existence of these transmission cables, 
and they would recommend them to con- 
tact us before they started opening such 
streets. We, on our part, promised to send 
an inspector immediately so that the work 
would not be held up. The local authori- 
ties also requested that the Board should 
do more in the way of publishing informa- 
tion in the Press concerning these cables 
and the methods we were agreeing to 
indicate their presence. Such articles 
would, it was hoped, be of value to all 
concerns who in the course of their work 
find it necessary on occasions to carry out 
excavations on highways and footpaths, 
e.g. local authorities, water boards, gas 
boards, Post Office, building contractors, 
plumbers, firms hiring mechanical excavat- 
ing and boring equipment, etc. 

Another meeting took place at the 
request of the Scottish Building Trades 
Employers Federation with representatives 
from the Board. Here again the Board’s 
scheme of discs on the lamp posts and 
the supply of maps, one copy for each 
trade of the association, together with 
lists of streets, were gladly accepted. Cases 
of possible damage to distribution cable 
were also discussed and the Glasgow 
distribution system of track inspectors 
was explained. 

Damage to pipeline types of cable, see 
Fig. 4, was also discussed at these two 
latest meetings. While the steel pipe of 
this cable is obviously stronger than 4 
lead sheath it is protected by an anti- 
corrosion wrapping. If this is damaged 
corrosion may start and lead to eventual 
pin hole. Finding and repairing this is 
expensive. It is, therefore, necessary to 
control work in the vicinity of this cable 
too, 
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WORK TO BEGIN SOON ON QUEEN’S HALL 
REDEVELOPMENT 


Scheme Comprises Four Main Elements 


OLLOWING the completion of 
negotiations with the Crown Estate 
Commissioners, Laing Development Co., 
Ltd., in association with the Pearl As- 
surance Co., Ltd., are to redevelop the 
site of the former Queen’s Hall and St. 
George’s Hall, Langham Place, London, 
by the erection of a building incorpora- 
ting shops, showrooms, offices and a 
firstclass hotel. 

Work on the 31,000 sq. ft. site is to 
commence shortly and construction, which 
will be carried out by John Laing Con- 
struction, Ltd., should be completed early 
in 1963. 

The proposed building will be a rein-

forced concrete structure faced with 
Portland stone, natural stone and ceramic 
mosaics. It will comprise four main 


elements: a 155ft. high tower block of 15 
storeys set back 70ft. from Langham Place; 
a connected six-storey block, 80ft. long, 
which will maintain the line of existing 
facades in Langham Place and Regent 
Street; a second six-storey block in the 
rear, at the junction of Riding House 
Street and Great Portland Street; a three- 
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storey bridge block at second-floor level, 
facing Riding House Street and linking the 
rear and tower blocks. 

Part of the ground and first floors will 
be occupied as shops and showrooms, with 
an area of over 10,000 sq. ft., together with 
separate office entrance lobbies and hotel 
reception space. The remainder of the 
ground and first floors and the second to 
eighth floors will comprise about 64,000 sq.

INCREASE IN BRICK AND CEMENT PRODUCTION

\ OLVERHAMPTON B.C. are to

(Concluded from page 801) 
devices are designed to prevent leakage 
through the construction joints. 

In the unlikely event of there being a 
leakage between adjacent buttresses, pro- 
vision has been made for it to be collected 
in a 3in. diameter drain hole running the 
full height of the joint, set back 12in. 
from the downstream face. In addition 
a strip of 9in. wide extruded rubber water- 
stop is fitted across the joints, about 6in. 
from the downstream face. By these means 
it is anticipated that no unsightly leakage 
marks will appear on the downstream face 
of the dam. 

The 3in. diameter drains will be joined 
to a surface drainage system downstream 
of the dam, and inspection chambers will 
be arranged so that any leakage flows can 
be measured. 

Flood waters will pass over a_ semi- 
circular bellmouth spillway, constructed 
against the south end of the dam. They 
will then be led via an 8ft. square re- 
inforced concrete box culvert built in the 
hillside, into a stilling basin and tailbay 
in the valley bottom, some 350ft. down- 
stream of the dam. 

Hydraulic studies of the overflow struc- 
tures with flows up to an equivalent of 
2,000 cusecs were carried out by The 
British Hydromechanics Research Associa- 
tion at Harlow. Only minor alterations 
to the original design were needed to make 
the stilling basin and tailbay operate to 
the best advantage. 

Two 15in. diameter draw-off pipes will 
be provided; one at level 933.5 O.D., and 
the other at 975.5 O.D. on the right bank 
of the valley. The two draw-off pipes 
converge into a common l18in. diameter 
asbestos-cement main which runs to the 
treatment works. 

An 18in. diameter scour pipe will dis- 
charge into the tailbay through a Larner 
Johnson streamline valve and vortex jet 
disperser. A 6in. diameter by-pass to 
the main valve allows compensation water 
to flow into the tailbay. 

The consulting engineers for the scheme 
are Herbert Lapworth Partners, London, 
of whom Mr. R. C. S. Walters and Mr. 
C. F. Lapworth, are resvonsible for the 
dam. The resident engineer is Mr. R. G.

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SCOTTISH HYDRO BOARD PLACE LARGE 
GENERATING PLANT ORDERS 


Equipment First of its Kind in U.K. 


( RDERS have been placed by the 
North of Scotland Hydro-Electric 
Board for the manufacture and installa- 
tion of the large pumping and generating 
plant required for the Cruachan pumped 
storage power station of their Loch Awe 
Scheme. The machines will consist of 
four reversible pump-turbines with four 
100,000 kilowatt motor-generators. 

The equipment is the first of its kind 
to be manufactured in this country. In- 
stead of a separate pump coupled to the 
same shaft as the power-producing turbine, 
a single stage combined pump-turbine will 
be used. This will rotate in one direction 
when producing power and in the opposite 
direction when pumping. Not only is the 
cost of the plant less but there will be 
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tured almost entirely on the Clyde by 
John Brown (Clydebank), Ltd. 

The 400,000 kilowatt Cruachan pumped 
storage power station, which will be situa- 
ted underground in the heart of Ben 
Cruachan, is the major station of the 
Board's Loch Awe Scheme which has also 
two conventional hydro-electric stations at 
Inverawe and Nant. 

At night and at weekends when the de- 
mand for electricity is low, the electrical 
part of the machines will be used to drive 
the hydraulic part so that it can pump 
water from Loch Awe to a reservoir formed 
by a dam, the crest level of which will be 
over 1,300ft. above sea level, which will 
be built across a corrie on Ben Cruachan 
at the head of the Cruachan Burn. 

During the hours when the demand for

other savings because the plant will occupy 
less space. 

The decision to have reversible pump- 
turbines represents a significant technical 
achievement. This is the first time that 
a single stage reversible pump-turbine has 
been used to operate under a head of water 
of over 1,100ft. and a number of new 
technical arrangements are incorporated in 
the design. 

Two of the sets will be supplied by the 
English Electric Co.. Ltd., and two _ by 
Associated Electrical Industries, Ltd. The 
English Electric equipment will be made 
mainly at the Scotstoun works of Harland 
and Wolff, Ltd. The units supplied by the 
Associated Electrical Industries will be 
manufactured at the company’s Rugby and 
Glasgow factories and the pump-turbines, 
which will be sub-contracted to Boving 
and Co., Ltd., London, will be manufac- 


electricity is at its peak, water from the 
reservoir will be fed down sloping shafts 
to the power station nearly 1,200ft. below 
and the hydraulic part of the machines will 
act as turbines driving the electrical part 
to generate electricity. The water will be 
conveyed to and from Loch Awe by a 
tunnel below the loch level. 

Work is in progress on a tunnel 3,600ft. 
in length and 214ft. in width which will 
provide access from Loch Awe-side to the 
machine hall of the underground power 
station. This tunnel will have a 17ft. wide 
carriageway. A road from the Dalmally/ 
Oban road to the Cruachan dam site is 
nearing completion. 

The electrical and mechanical consulting 
engineers for the Cruachan section of the 
Awe scheme are Merz and McLellan. The 
civil engineering consultants are James 
Williamson and Partners. 


RESEARCH CENTRE UNDER CONSTRUCTION 


NEW research and development centre 

is now being constructed by the Reed 
Paper Group at their Aylesford (Kent) site. 
The first stage comprises a £500,000 
laboratory providing about 50,000ft. of 
laboratory floor area, a pilot plant building 
of about 12,000 sq. ft. and office space 
amounting to 10,000 sq. ft. 

The four-storey laboratory is generally 
cruciform in plan, the centre housing the 
entrance hall, staircase and lifts, etc., and 
the main laboratory services. The wings 
of this block will consist of laboratories 
specialising in particular aspects of paper 
technology. Administrative offices, con- 


ference rooms, a technical library and an 
information room will be accommodated 
on the top floor. 

A travelling crane will serve the single- 
storey pilot plant building, which will be 
concrete framed and panel-walled with 
steel deck roofing. The laboratory is ex- 
pected to be ready for occupation in May 
1962. 

Architects for the centre are the Reed 
Paper Group, Engineering Department, 
and the main contractors are James Miller 
and Partners, Ltd. Truscon, Ltd., are 
responsible for the concrete frames and 
floors.

(Concluded from page 802) 
priorities. Housing, New Towns, school- 
building, health and roads are all to be 
cut back; although the five-year pro- 
gramme for new roads is to continue, as 
is slum clearance. The main incidence 
in this public sector is unlikely to be felt 
before 1962. 

Vigilance Required 

So there it is. A Chancellor with more 
than half an eye on fundamental économic 
problems and the future has taken wider- 
spread and potentially drastic action to 
restore the immediate position. As for 
contracting, he has not failed to follow 
the “tap-turning” example of his pre- 
decessors, even though the flow from the 
reservoir may already have slowed down. 
This need not prove serious in itself. A 
general slowing down now could solve a 
lot of problems now encountered in build- 
ing and there will be abundant pointers 
to the direction things are taking. But 
because restraints on construction are 
slow to take effect, the speeding up process 

if left to itself—can also be delayed 
unduly. This is the danger to be watched. 
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Talking of Safety 


HEN the law uses the word 
“reasonable” it appears to have in 
mind the picture of a certain anonymous 
individual known as the Reasonable 
Person. He is a little bit like that other 
group-symbol, Mr. Average, although 
his qualities are more elusive and—to 
the layman, at least—he is often unpre- 
dictable in an impulsive kind of way. 
Normally R.P. likes his pipe and his 
half-pint of mild-and-bitter, and so far, 
as an ordinary citizen, he goes along 
quite well with Mr. Average. 

There is another character, however, 
who appears frequently in the law-books. 
He is the Competent Person, and unlike 
R.P. he is very clever. He has to do all 
the difficult jobs, and if he doesn’t do 
them properly his employer is liable to be 
prosecuted, and that makes him rather 


unpopular. 
On a building job he is absolutely 
indispensable. For example, the law says 


he must inspect all scaffold materials and 
then he must supervise the work when the 
scaffolds are erected or altered. If a boat- 
swain’s chair (or similar equipment) has 
to be used instead of a scaffold, he will be 
obliged to supervise that work. 

Just to make sure he is still on his toes, 
he is obliged to perform the periodic 
statutory inspection of the scaffolding and 
then he must enter the results in the 
prescribed _ register. Some Competent 
Persons consider that too much clerical 
work is degrading and, in any case, shows 
lack of confidence, and consequently the 
registers are neglected. This calls for a 
great deal of furtive activity when the 
Factory Inspector visits the site. In point 
of fact, a Person just isn’t regarded as 
being Competent unless he can produce 
some documentary evidence to support his 
title. On certain occasions the Authorities

can be very mean about this kind of thing. 

Not only must he inspect the scaffolding, 
but he must also inspect lifting appliances 
and excavations, and here again the 
results have to go into the prescribed 
register. Where lifting appliances are con- 
cerned, the Building Regulations have a 
lot to say about the Competent Person. 

He must supervise the erection of a 
crane. He must examine the appliances 
for the anchorage or ballasting of a crane 
before it is erected, and then after erec- 
tion and after each removal from one part 
of the site to another he must carry out 
the prescribed test. After a particularly 
dirty spell of weather he must put on his 
gumboots and sou’wester and leave his 
cosy cabin to examine the anchorages and 
ballast. If the stability of the crane has 
been affected he must take steps to put 
it right. And you can bet your life the 
weather won’t be half as dirty as his 
language when he gets back to his cabin 
and his cold tea. 

Occasionally the foreman has a wildly 
original idea involving a crane, an 
excavator, and an elaborate system of 
blocks and tackle for handling an unusual 
load in a most improbable manner. If his 
enthusiasm is such that he just won’t be 
thwarted, our friend the Competent 
Person is obliged by the revised Building 
Regulation 47 (1) to take over the control 
of the operation—and heaven help him if 
anything goes wrong. 

Of course, it goes without saying that 
the Competent Person will be expected to 
operate lifting appliances—and not only 
that: he is the only person permitted by 
law to give signals. (It is just as well to 
make certain that the operators are 
competent to receive signals, but there is 
no mention of that in the Regulations.) 

In addition to the routine inspections of 
lifting appliances there are certain pre- 
scribed tests and thorough examinations 
to be carried out by—guess whom? Yes, 
by the Competent Person. He must also 
make a point of testing and inspecting the 
automatic safe load indicator, and he must 
not forget to enter the results in the 
register, with all the other particulars. 





“Better go and wake him, before he gets buried—he’s supposed to be a ‘banksman,’ 
but I reckon he’s the biggest ‘dozer’ we’ve got on the job!” 
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There is no excuse if he finds the register 
getting a bit overloaded; he can always 
obtain a separate copy of Section B. 

By the time the over-zealous foreman 
has reluctantly abandoned his first crazy 
idea and decided instead to use two cranes 
in combination, the Competent Person 
will again be called into service, a trifle 
weary, but still willing. Regulation 56 (2), 
as he well knows, will be invoked and he 
will be “specially appointed to supervise 
the operation.” When the tea-whistle 
blows unexpectedly and the gang hurriedly 
departs he will be the person left in charge 
of the load left suspended from a lifting 
appliance. 

He is equally at home with the small 
stuff. It will be his duty to test and 
examine chains, ropes and lifting gear, and 
to supervise the prescribed heat treatment, 
where applicable. 

When it comes to taking charge of the 
demolition of buildings he really comes 
into his own, for a notice, bearing his 
name, must be “posted up in a prominent 
position on the site of the operations.” 

Explosives? Yes, explosives may only be 
handled or used by a Competent Person. 
And if something goes wrong there, well, 
he will only have himself to blame. 


SUB-CONTRACT FORMS 
Advice to Contractors 


The National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers and the Federation of 
Associations of Specialists and Sub- 
Contractors have called the attention of 
their members to the desirability of each 
party to any sub-contract agreement having 
a complete copy signed by the other party. 

In the opinion of the two Federations, 
the best practice where there are no 
amendments to the Form of Sub-Contract 
is for the contractor to prepare two copies 
of the Form of Sub-Contract, to sign and 
stamp one himself and to send the other 
to the sub-contractor for signing and 
stamping the signed and stamped copies 
can thereafter be exchanged. 

Where there are amendments to the sub- 
contract documents, both parties may wish 
to have the opportunity to see the copies 
side by side. It is, therefore, recommended 
that the contractor should prepare two 
copies, initial all amendments, and send 
both copies to the sub-contractor. The 
sub-contractor will initial the amendments 
on both copies. He will stamp and sign 
one and return both to the contractor. 
The contractor should then stamp and 
sign the other and return it to the sub- 
contractor. 


NEW COUNTIES PROPOSED FOR 
EAST MIDLANDS 


Proposals for the creation of two new 
administrative counties, by combining 
Cambridgeshire with the Isle of Ely and 
Huntingdonshire with the Soke of Peter- 
borough, have been submitted to the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment. 

The proposals are contained in the final 
report of the Local Government Com- 
mission for England on the East Midlands 
General Review Area which also includes 
proposals for the amalgamation of 
Leicestershire and Rutland and the pro- 
motion to county borough status of Luton. 

The Minister (Mr. Henry Brooke) will 
now invite comments on the report and, 
if there are objections, public local in- 
quiries will follow. At this stage Mr. 
Brooke has formed no view on what 
changes, if any, he will ultimately propose 
to Parliament.

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IMPROVING GREAT NORTH ROAD 
Biggleswade By-pass Opening 


bear Biggleswade By-pass, a further 
instalment of the comprehensive 
improvement of the Great North Road 
(A.1), is now open to traffic. 


The By-pass is more than two-and-a- 
half miles long. It leaves the A.1 half-a- 
mile south of Dunton Turn junction and, 
running to the south and west of Biggles- 
wade, rejoins the trunk road a quarter- 
mile north of the Old Warden junction. 
In addition, from this point northwards 
for more than two miles, the existing road 
has been improved to the same standard 





as the By-pass—dual 24ft. carriageways, 
10ft. wide central reservation and hard 
shoulders.

PROPOSED VILLAGE 
DEVELOPMENT 


Arrangements have been made for a 
public enquiry to be held into a proposal 
by Croudace, Ltd., to build a Trosley 
Woodland Village for about 2,500 people 
on a 155-acre site on the North Downs at 
Trosley Towers, near Wrotham, Kent. It 
will be conducted by Mr. J. G. Birkett, 
and will open at the County Hall, Maid-

Outline planning permission for the 
residential development of the site was 
granted by Kent County Council in 1952. 
It was announced in May this year that 
because of the volume of public objection 
to the present proposal Mr. Henry Brooke, 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, had decided to hold a public enquiry, 
and on the evidence submitted there would 
decide whether the circumstances were 
such that he should consider exercising his 
powers under section 100 of the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1947, to modify or 
revoke the relevant planning permission. 


B.o.T. “NO” TO IMPORTED BRICK 
MARKING 


A recommendation concerning the 
marking of certain imported bricks and 
tiles has been refused by the President of 
the Board of Trade. 

The recommendation, made by the 
Standing Committee (General Merchan- 
dise), set up under the Merchandise 
Marks Act, 1926, stated that imported 
goods of the following descriptions should 
be required to bear an indication of 
origin at the time of importation and sale 
and exposure for sale in the United King- 
dom: Heat insulating bricks, blocks, tiles 
of infusorial earths, of diatomaceous earths, 
of kieselguhr. of siliceous fossil meal or of 
Similar siliceous earth. 


EFFLUENT AND WATER 
TREATMENT 


Exhibition and Convention 


The second Effluent and Water Treat- 
ment Exhibition and Convention at the 
Seymour Hall, London, from October 31 
until November 3 will be nearly twice the 
size of the one held in 1960, state the 
organisers. There will be a number of 
developments and innovations on show at 
the Exhibition and at the Convention 
Papers will be presented covering inter- 
nationally the subjects of effluent and water 
treatment by well-known authors. 

Increasingly severe restrictions are being 
imposed by river authorities on the type 
of effluent discharged. The growing 
volume of water required for industry 
cannot always be provided economically 
from available sources and recovery of 
used water is of prime importance.

AWARDED CUBITTS 


A NEW £400,000 contract to build a 

Stationery and printing store and 
new Offices in only 57 weeks has been 
awarded to Holland & Hannen and 
Cubitts (Great Britain), Ltd., by British 
European Airways. 

Situated on a corner site at Long Drive 
and Victoria Road, South Ruislip, Middle- 
sex, the three storey building, with dimen- 
sions of 212ft. by 200ft., will be framed in 
reinforced concrete and clad in brick with 
precast concrete infill panels, and a flat 
asphalt covered concrete roof. 

A basement, under part of the building, 
will be constructed of waterproof concrete 
and will contain the boiler house and 
telephone exchange. 

A large portion of the ground floor will 
be used for storage of documents and 
publications on special racks rising 
through two floors and incorporating hoists 
and walkways. There are also smaller 
stores and offices on the ground floor. 
The first floor will house a printing unit 
of medium sized machines, photographic 
service and distribution offices. 

At second floor level there will be 
general offices around the outside of the 
building with a large terrace in the middle 
over the first floor. This terrace has been 
designed as an amenity for staff and will 
be paved with precast concrete blocks and 
landscaped with flower boxes.

The main entrance will be from Long 
Drive and at the rear of the building will 
be a cantilevered loading bay for vehicles. 

The new building, which will replace

BATTERSEA ESTATE PROGRESS 
£359,000 Direct Labour Project 


The first tenants have recently moved 
into the L.C.C.’s new £359,000 Falcon 
estate at Este Road, Battersea, near 
Clapham Junction station. Covering six 
acres, the estate (designed by the L.C.C.’s 
architect) will contain 130 homes when 
fully completed next year. All the build- 
ing work is being carried out by the 
L.C.C.’s own direct labour organisation. 

So far 22 terraced houses are com- 
pleted, and later there will be 30 maison- 
nettes in three four-storey blocks, six one- 
room flats specially equipped for old 
people, and—immediately facing Este 
Road—three six-storey point blocks (each 
with a lift) containing a total of 72 flats. 


Amenities 


The estate is in an area deficient in 
open space, so as many open and grassed 
areas as possible are to be provided. Other 
amenities include tenants’ store sheds, 12 
garages and 13 parking bays, a large ball 
games area (sited in a corner so that the 
noise does not cause a nuisance) °and six 
toddlers’ play spaces (close to the point 
and maisonnette blocks so that parents 
can easily keep an eye on their children). 
Murals will be specially designed for the 
ground floor entrance halls of the point 
blocks. Old people will have an enclosed 
drying area and a quiet sitting-out space. 

Heated drying cabinets will be provided 
on each floor of the point blocks and there 
will be two of them in each of the 
maisonnette blocks.

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RAILWAYS’ PART IN CONSTRUCTION OF 
GRANTHAM BY-PASS 


New Railhead for Unloading Bulk Cement 


HE Eastern Region of British Railways 
is playing a part in the construction of 
the six- mile-long Grantham By-pass. 
British Railways came into the picture 
when they were approached by the Cement 
Marketing Co., Ltd., for assistance in 
transporting 20,000 tons of cement—from 
the Rochester area in Kent—to the site. 
The big problem was—could a suitable 
railhead be found for off-loading the 
cement in the Grantham area? The com- 
pany themselves undertook to supply bulk 
cement wagons of their own design with 
air-assisted bottom-door discharge. The 
choice of railhead sites was limited, how- 
ever, to places where there was an appre- 
ciable drop between rail level and the road, 
enabling lorries to be loaded by gravity. 
It was finally agreed that Great Ponton— 
some 34 miles south of Grantham—was 
the nearest station capable of providing 
the necessary facilities. 
Discharge Point 
By slewing one existing siding and re- 
grading another, a discharge point was 
achieved with a drop of some 12ft. to the 
road—sufficient to give a slope of eight 
degrees to the air-assisted cement slide 
into the inlet on the top of the lerry. 
Next, a temporary prefabricated cover was 
placed over the discharge point and the 
lorry loading point. Loaded bulk wagons 
are placed on the reception siding, which 
had to be lifted to provide a gradient to 
allow them to run down to the discharge 
point. When empty, the wagons are 
handled, by pinch bar, onto a parallel 
siding for removal. 


“Concertina” Joint 


Since the discharge arrangements re- 
quire compressed air — The Cement 
Marketing Co., Ltd., installed a diesel 
compressor on the site—it was necessary 
to ensure an airtight joint between the 
wagon bottom outlet and the flow pipe 
leading to the lorry loading point. This 


has been achieved by an ingenious arrange- 
ment using a “concertina” joint in the top 
of the flow pipe, which is normally just 
above rail level. When a loaded wagon 
has been placed in position, the top face 
of the concertina joint is forced up into 
contact with the unloading door by in- 
flating a series of large inner-tubes inside 
the pipe. The flow pipe and unloading 
door are then clamped together. 


A manually operated slide valve opens 
the door and allows cement, assisted by 
air pressure, to discharge. It was found 
in practice, however, that this was not 
capable of regulating the flow exactly 
enough and a circular device called a 
Mucon valve made of fabric and using the 
same principle as an iris shutter has been 
added. This allows the operator to regu- 
late the flow as he wishes and to shut it 
off instantaneously when the lorry is full. 
It is expected that some 600 tons of cement 
will be handled each week.
